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Senate Chairmen to Confer on Enlisted Pay 


Senator Sheppard, chairman of the Sen 
ate Military Affairs Committee, said 
yesterday that he had asked the chair 
men of the Senate Naval and Commerce 
Committees to confer with him with a 
view to seeking a pay increase for enlisted 
men of the armed services. 

“TI feel that an increase in the pay of 
enlisted men is justified and should be 
provided,” Senator Sheppard told the 
ARMY AND Navy JourNaL. “I have asked 
Senator Walsh, chairman of the Naval 
Committee and Senator Copeland, chair- 
man of the Commerce Committee, which 
handles Coast Guard matters, to confer 
with me in the matter. My idea is to have 
the three committees consider legislation 
based on the Izac bill so that legislation 
for all of the Services can be acted on at 
the same time.” 

The Military Chairman said he was de 
termined that the pay question be con 
sidered at this session and definitely 
promised that hearings will be held. 

The pay bill referred to by Senator

It provides that 
the pay of the various grades be as fol- 
lows: first grade, $150; acting epo( Navy), 
$130; second grade, $114; third grade, 
$90; fourth grade, $72; fifth grade, $57; 
sixth grade, $39; seventh grade, $30; re- 
cruits during first four months, $25. 
Longevity pay would be at the rate of 10 
per cent for the first four years and 5 
per cent for each succeeding four years’ 
service the total not to exceed 25 per cent. 
Specialists’ ratings in the Army and Ma- 
rines shall be paid: first class, $51 ; second 
class, $36; third class, $28; fourth class, 
$21; fifth class, $15; sixth class, $9. 
Navy and Coast Guard enlisted men 
would be allowed a cash uniform allow- 
ance of $5 a month after their first year. 





Flight and submarine pay as now pro- 
vided would only be allowed in time of | 
war, and instead in peacetime, additional | 
compensation of $50 a month would be | 
paid. Retired enlisted men would be | 
given the benefit of the new rates, it is | 
provided, The measure is backed by the 
Regular Veterans’ Association. 


Navy to Seek Changes 


In Selection Measure 


Changes will be proposed by the Navy 
Department to its naval personnel bill 
when hearings are started on the selec- 
tion problem, it was stated this week at 
the Department. 

While the amendments to be offered to 
the first Vinson bill, which was drafted 
by the Bureau of Navigation and endorsed 
by the Secretary of the Navy, were not dis- 
closed, it was regarded as certain that the 
provision of the bill setting up a “Trans- 
ferred Regulars’ List” would be aban- 
doned. It is likely, it was said, that the 
Navy Department will favor adoption of 
new legislation which will consist of a 
“blending” of the bill introduced last week 
by Representative Vinson, chairman of 
the House Naval Committee, and the 
earlier bill bearing his name _ which 
originated in the Department. 

Moreover, best predictions in Washing- 
ton are that the House Naval Committee, 
when it gets around to the personnel ques- 
tion, will recommend legislation which 
will be a “blending” of the four bills now 
before the committee, the Maas bill, the 
Scott bill, and the two Vinson bills. There 
is a fourth, introduced by Representative 
Daly, D. of Pa., but this applies only to 
the Marine Corps and is not expected to 
receive much attention. It is certain, that 
if Chairman Vinson has his way, the hear- 
ings will be confined to whatever person- 
nel bills are before the committee and a 
broad investigation of the selection system 
will not be undertaken. A statement to 
this effect has been made by Mr. Vinson 
to officers who have asked to be heard by 
the committee at the hearings. 

Mixed criticism and guarded praise of 
the new Vinson bill came from Represen- 
tative Melvin J. Maas, D. of Minn. rank- 
ing minority member of the Naval Com- 
mittee, and Representative Byron N. 
Seott, D. of Calif., chairman of the sub- 
committee on personnel of the group, 
leaders in the selection reform movement. 

“The bill would provide a much better 
system than what we have now,” Con- 
gressman Scott said, “However, when the 
time comes I am going to ask for some 
changes. I will propose that promotion 
be made by classes.” 

“T think the bill is a vast improvement 
over the previous Vinson bill and the ex- 
isting system,” Colonel Maas declared. 
“Tt still, to my mind, however, corrects 
none of the fundamental faults of the 
selection system as now constituted. 
While it is true that because of the ex- 
pansion of commissioned strength for the 
increased Navy, the drasticness of elimi- 
nation will be only temporarily postponed 
and accentuated later on a larger scale. 
Moreover it retains the element of ‘cut- 
throat’ competition which is so harmful 
to morale.” 

Chairman Vinson commenting on his 
bill, this week, said that he is 100 per 
cent behind it and expects to put it 
through this session. 

The acceptance by the naval service of 
whatever legislation is recommended by 
the House committee, observers agree, 
will depend largely, on whether the hear 
ings held are complete and whether all 
classes and groups in the Navy are offered 
an opportunity to be heard. 
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In general, newspaper editors in the United States approve the President's request 
for a larger Naval and Military establishment, although there are dissenting voices 


in some sections of the country.

The Columbus, Ohio, Dispatch, believes that the President has not gone far 
enough in his request for additional armament. The Dispatch says: “In one of the 
most temperate and statesmanlike messages of his career, President Roosevelt has 
asked Congress to increase the Naval appropriations and to provide for the con- 


struction of more aircraft. 


“The one criticism which may be made of his request is that the appropriations 
which he suggests be made at once are surprisingly small. To enlarge the Navy as 
he proposes costs money, of course, but to build it up is money well spent. President 
Roosevelt’s advisors could well urge upon him both the necessity and desirability 
of enlarging the immediate scope of the program.” 


The Waterbury, Conn., Republican, writes: “We are thoroughly familiar with 
the statement of scientists that the battleship is the most intricate device that the 
human mind has ever conceived, but we believe that even 50 million dollars ought to 
buy a whole lot of intricacies. Just for comparative purposes let us note that the grand 
list value of all the factories, homes and properties in Waterbury is 165 million dol- 
lars. In other words, if Waterbury were sold down the river by Uncle Sam he could 
buy with the receipts two battleships and a few destroyers. This should bring home 
to Waterbury the enormous cost of sea armament.

15th Infantry to Sail 
Directly to Ft. Lewis 


The 15th Infantry which has called 
Tientsin, China, “home” for 26 years, is 
now preparing to leave its compound 
there and board the Army Transport 
Grant at Chinwangtao. 

The Grant will sail directly from Chin- 
wangtao to Tacoma, Wash., arriving at 
the latter port about March 22 where the 
15th will disembark for its new station 
at Ft. Lewis, Wash. 

When the 15th moves out of its com- 
pound two companies of United States 
Marines from Peiping will move in, thus 
reducing the Marine Guard at Peiping to 
two companies, 

The orders for the return of the regi- 
ment must have come as quite a surprise 
to its personnel, for plans were under way 
there for further improvements to make 
garrison life more pleasant. A_ few 
months ago the commissioned officers took 
over a building located just north of the 
American Compound and facing the 
USATC headquarters building and began 
the task of creating a genuine officers’ 
club. Lt. Col. Frank MeA,. Moose, MC, 
USA, was elected president. Also about 
Christmas time construction was started 
of a large skating rink. A structure of 
bamboo and matting was built to cover a 
well laid out skating rink and an en- 
closed ice hockey field. The p'eng, in ad- 
dition to providing shelter from the wind, 
also had booths for dressing rooms, re- 
freshinent stands, and skate sharpening. 
In the midst of progress on these innova- 
tions the troops received their orders to 
embark on the USAT Grant March 4 for 
the States, 

The locating of quarters at Ft. Lewis 
for the SOS officers and men of the 15th 
will be quite a problem. The War Depart- 
ment General Staff, after a survey of fa- 
cilities, has decided there will be just 
enough room to take care of the regiment. 
Some of the officers probably will live on 
commutation of quarters, it was said, and

Enlisted Pension Plan Submitted 


Recommendations for higher disability 
pensions for Regular Service enlisted 
men, particularly those of long service 
who have made the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps or Coast Guard a “career,” are now 
before President Roosevelt, Brig. Gen. 
Frank T. Hines, Veterans Administrator, 
revealed yesterday. 

Three plans for augmenting the pen- 
sions of non-commissioned officers and 
enlisted men of the armed services who 
are injured in line of duty in peace-time 
have been presented to the President by 
the Veterans Administration, General 
Hines told the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL. 
The proposals, recommended by the Ad- 
ministration after more than two years 
of study and consultation with the War, 
Navy and Treasury Departments, have 
been referred by the President to the 
Bureau of the Budget for a report on the 
cost of the alternative plans, after which 
the Chief Executive will reach a decision 
as to which if any of them he will recom- 
mend to Congress for adoption. 

“I cannot tell you any more about the 
matter than that,” the Veterans Adminis- 
trator added, “But I believe that some 
proposed legislation, making better provi- 
sion for the regular service man will come 
out of the study.” 

For many years one of the most serious 
failings of the Regular Army pay and 
pensions laws has been the inadequate 
provision made for the non-commissioned 
officers of long service who are forced out 
because of disability in line of duty. Even 
though they may have spent their life in 
the Army, the only compensation to 
which entitled, if they have not had 30 
years’ service, is what is provided under 
the pension laws, and these are based on 
the degree of disability. A recruit re- 
ceives the same amount as a master ser- 
geant if their incapacity is the same, and 
if the latter’s disability is only partial, 
he is cast out on a few dollars a month to 
earn his living as best he can, when his 
experience and training probably only fit 
him for the profession of arms. 

The War Department urged correction 
of this situation some time ago, proposing 
three plans for increasing the compensa- 
tion of the enlisted man who has made 
the Army a career and becomes disabled. 
They set ten years as the dividing line be- 
tween the “career” and the “non-career” 
man and proposed that the disability com- 
pensation of the former be increased by 
Paying him a percentage of his active 
duty pay in addition to the regular pen- 
sion, They also urged that the distinction 
between peace-time and war-time disabil- 
ity be abolished. Others, including the 

lar Veterans’ Association have pro- 
tested that an enlisted man should be con- 
sidered to have entered upon a career in 
the Army when he reenlists. 

This War Department recommendation 
Was given extensive study in the Veterans 
Administration and referred to the Navy 

ury Departments. The matter had 

hot been a pressing one from the point of 
view of these two agencies, for most of 
the similar cases in the Navy and Marine 
rps have been taken care of through 
transfer to the Fleet Reserve, and in the 
case of the Coast Guard, disability retire- 
ment is authorized. After months of study 
humerous conferences between the 
departments and the Veterans Ad- 





ministration, General Hines has now sub- 
mitted recommendations for the Presi- 
dent as to proposed new legislation. It is 
expected that President Roosevelt will 
approve one of the plans contained in the 
Hines report and sponsor a change in the 
law. With the Administration backing 
such a proposal would be given speedy ac- 
tion by Congress, 





Army Estimates Increased 

President Roosevelt this week trans- 
mitted to Congress additional estimates 
for the Army for 1989 totaling $16,880,- 
000. These will be considered in connec- 
tion with the regular annual appropria- 
tions now under consideration by the 
House subcommittee of which Represen- 
tative Snyder of Pennsylvania is chair- 
man. The supplemental estimates are to 
carry out the recommendations made to 
Congress by President Roosevelt in his 
message of Jan. 28 on National Defense. 

The supplemental estimates total $16,- 
880,000 which is $2,630,000 higher than 
the sum mentioned by the President as 
needed for 1939. In his message the Presi- 
dent recommended $8,800,000 for anti- 
aircraft matériel of which $6,800,000 
should be appropriated in 1939; $450,000 
for the establishment of an enlisted re- 
serve; $6,080,000 for gauges, dies and 
other aids to manufacture of Army ma- 
tériel, the sum of $5,000,000 to be ex- 
pended in 1989; and $2,000,000 for mak- 
ing up deficiencies in ammunition. This 
makes a total of $17,330,000 for the Army 
of which $14,250,000 was said to be for 
1939. 

The President, in sending the supple- 
mental estimates to Congress, trans- 
mitted the following letter to him from 
the Acting Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget: 

I have the honor to submit for your con- 
sideration the following estimates of appro- 
priation for the War Department, as supple- 
mental, and in addition, to the amounts con- 
tained under the same heads in the Budget for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1939:

The foregoing estimates are to provide $8,- 
800,000 for additional aircraft matériel; $6,- 
080,000 for gages, dies, and other aids to the 
manufacture of Army matériel; and $2,000,000 
toward the making up of deficiencies in am- 
munition for the Army; total, $16,880,000. 

These supplemental estimates are necessary 
to carry out the recommendations contained 
in your message to the Congress of Jan. 28, 
1938, printed as House Document No, 510 (75th 
Cong. 3d sess.), which message was trans- 
mitted since the transmission of the Budget 
for the fiscal year 1939. I recommend that 
they be forwarded to Congress. 





National Defense Banquet 

The Reserve Officers Association, which 
will hold its mid-winter National Council 
convention in Washington next week, Feb. 
17 to Feb. 19, has completed plans for the 
entertainment of delegates and for the 
annual banquet, to be held on Friday, 
Feb. 18, at the Mayflower Hotel. 

It is expected that on Friday morning 
the out of town delegates will go to the 
Capitol to visit their representatives in 
Congress, to urge them to look with favor 
on Reserve legislation. 

The banquet on Friday night will be 
an impressive gathering of National De- 
fense advocates, and it is expected that 
nearly 300 guests will attend. Assistant 
Secretary of War, Louis Johnson, will 
represent the War Department, while the 
Senate will be represented by Senator 
Shepherd.

the United States Marine Guard now sta- 
tioned at Peiping, leaving at Peiping two 
companies of that Guard. 

“The stationing of American armed 
forces at Peiping and Tientsin dates from 
the year 1900, In that year the American 
Government and other principally inter- 
ested governments found it necessary to 
send expeditionary forces to North China 
for the relief of the legations of the for- 
eign powers besieged by “Boxers” and 
Chinese Imperial troops. The negotia- 
tions which followed the successful rais- 
ing of the siege of the legations were con- 
cluded by the signing on September 7, 
1901, of the so-called Boxer Protocol by 
the representatives of the interested pow- 
ers, including the United States. In the 
Boxer Protocol it was recorded that the 
Chinese Government had granted to the 
interested powers the right to station at 
certain points forces for the maintenance 
of open communications between the 
capital (Peking) and the sea. 

“Since 1901 the American Govern- 
ment has, along with other interested 
governments, felt it desirable to continue 
the maintenance of a legation guard at 
Peiping. In January 1912 the American 
Government, in view of the development 
in China of an armed revolution which 
resulted in the overthrow of the Manchu 
dynasty and in consequence of various 
disorders which ensued, sent to Tientsin 
from Manila a detachment of the Ameri- 
can Army for the protection of American 
lives. Since that time the American Gov- 
ernment—as well:'as certain other gov- 
ernments—has maintained a small force 
at Tientsin. 

“The purpose of maintaining these de- 
tachments of American armed forces at 
Peiping and at Tientsin has been to con- 
tribute to the protection of American na- 
tionals (including the diplomatic per- 
sonnel) and, in case of emergency calling 
for evacuation, to make available an 
armed escort. Their mission has been 
solely protective. 

“The American Government has long 
been committed to the principle of ef- 
fecting the withdrawal of such forces 
whenever and as the situation so develops 
as to warrant the view that withdrawals

Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch, Chief of 
Infantry, this week expressed his per- 
sonal regret at the passing of the Fif- 
teenth Infantry from the Asiatic scene. 
He felt no official regret he declared, but 
rather a sentimental twinge at the loss of 
a grand Infantry post and the conclusion 
of a glorious career of Asiatic service by 
one of the Infantry’s crack outfits. 

The Pidgin English motto “can do,” 
which was attached to the Fifteenth, the 
golden dragon of China which was a part 
of its coat-of-arms, the rigid standards 
which obtained in the selection of men 
and officers for duty with the Fifteenth, 
all contributed to the building up of a 
truly great tradition, General Lynch 
stated. 

He also commented on the fine spirit of 
friendship that prevailed between the 
Fifteenth and the troops of other nations 
stationed at Tientsin. General Lynch com- 
manded the Fifteenth during his last tour 
of duty before assuming the post of Chief 
of Infantry. 

He recalled the fact that the Fifteenth 
Infantry last year “cleaned up” in the an- 
nual International Track and Field meet, 
held in the spring, scoring nearly twice 
as many points as were scored by the 
foreign military outfits stationed at Tient- 
sin combined. He also lauded the esprit- 
de-corps of the infantrymen, and the high 
standard of discipline that has always 
prevailed. 


General Benedict Assumes 
Command 

West Point, N. Y.—Brig. Gen. Jay L. 
Benedict, new Superintendent of the 
United States Military Academy, assumed 
command here Feb. 5, succeeding Maj. 
Gen. William D. Connor, who is now on 
leave awaiting retirement for age on Feb. 
28, 1938. The new Superintendent is the 
thirty-seventh officer to assume direction 
of the Military Academy, and one of the 
youngest. Promoted to the grade of Briga- 
dier General on Jan. 1, 1938, General 
Benedict was 55 years old last April. 

In assuming command of the U. S&S. 
Military Academy, the new Superinten- 
dent takes over the task of directing the 
training of some 1700 Cadets, and the 
administration of an educational institu- 
tion which includes all the diversified ac- 
tivities common to civilian universities 
and colleges of the country. 

Upon his arrival at the Post, General 
Benedict took temporary quarters pend- 
ing redecoration of the Superintendent’s 
quarters. On his first morning he was 
saluted by Troop E of the 10th Cavalry. 
A battery of 75’s fired his first 11-gun 
salute, The new superintendent inspected 
the troop which then escorted him down 
Thayer road to the parade ground where 
he inspected a horse drawn field artillery 
outfit before going to his desk to take up 
his new duties. 

General Connor, the retiring Superin- 
tendent, departed on leave of absence on 
Jan. 17, and will travel to California, 
where he will be retired on Feb. 28. Ac- 
companied by Mrs. Connor, he then in- 
tends to visit India, and return to this 
country in June.

General Simonds to Retire 

The War Department announced this 
week the retirement effective March 31, 
of Maj. Gen. George 8S. Simonds, Com- 
manding General of the Ninth Corps 
Area, with headquarters at the Presidio 
of San Francisco. General Simonds will 
reach the retirement age of 64 next 
month, 


General Simonds is one of the best 
known and most brilliant officers of the 
army. The important assignments he has 
recently held included those of Com- 
mandant of the Army War College and 
Deputy Chief of Staff. He will be suc- 
ceeded as Commanding General of the 
Ninth Corps Area by Maj. Gen. Albert J. 
Bowley who is transferring from the 
command of the Third Corps Area, Balti- 
more, Md. 

General Simonds was born in Iowa and 
appointed to the United States Military 
Academy from that state in 1895. On 
graduation in 1899 he was commissioned 
a second lieutenant of Infantry, going 
immediately to the Philippines where he 
participated in a number of engagements 
during the Philippine Insurrection. He 
then went to Peking, China, as a mem- 
ber of the American Legation Guard. 
Subsequently, he saw service in Alaska 
and on the Mexican border. 

When the United States entered the 
World War, General Simonds was a tac- 
tical officer at the Military Academy. He 
was transferred to Plattsburg Barracks 
where he was an instructor at the Offi- 
cers’ Training Camp. While on this duty 
he was sent to France for a few weeks 
as an observer. On his return to the 
United States he was made Chief of Staff 
of the 26th Division and accompanied it 
to France in September, 1917. Soon after 
reaching Europe he was assigned to duty 
as a member of the General Staff of the 
AEF. In February, 1918, he was made 
Chief of Staff of the 2d Corps, participat- 
ing in the Somme defensive, the Lys de- 
fensive, the Ypres-Lys offensive, and the 
Somme offensive, all on the British front. 
After the Armistice he commanded the 
American Embarkation Center at Le 
Mans. 

Among other important details on 
which he served subsequent to the World 
War was that of Military Adviser to the 
American delegation at the Disarmament 
Conference in Geneva in 1931 and 1932. 

General Simonds is a graduate of the 
Infantry-Cavalry School and of the Army 
War College. He is on the Initial General 
Staff Corps Eligible List and has served 


several times on the General Staff, jp. 
cluding service as Assistant Chief of 
Staff in charge of War Plans and Deputy 
Chief of Staff. He has commanded the 
Tank School and the Army War College 

For his World War service Generg 
Simonds was awarded the Distinguisheg 
Service Medal by the United States, the 
Legion of Honor by France, the Order 
of the Bath by Great Britain, the Order 
of the Crown by Italy and the Star of 
Abdon Calderon by Ecuador.

War Time Naval Officers 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Referring to your recent letter suggest- 
ing comments and views on the officer per- 
sonnel bill now being considered by the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, would 
appreciate the following suggestions be 
considered as I believe it represents the 
view of the majority of War time officers. 

It is not believed that Congress in- 
tended to discriminate against any group 
of oflicers, but one glance in the 1937 
Navy Register showing the large num- 
ber not selected from Signal No. 1761 to 
2140 a group of 380 Lieutenant's, would 
make it hard to convince anyone that the 
recent legislation passed wasn't unfair, 
in practice, to the War time group of offi- 
cers. 

The majority of this group of officers 
have served in the grade of Lieutenant 
for over 12 years, which is a long time to 
remain in the same grade. And the re- 
cent bill passed eliminated the majority 
of them from being considered and 
selected. 

Few realize, unless you happen to be 
one, how it feels to see officers that you 
helped raise from the day they left the 
Academy become your seniors, and still 
continue to render the loyal service to 
the Navy that one owes. 

It is only a matter of a very few years 
until this entire group will be separated 
from the Navy, and the cost of this bill 
to the Government would be small, in 
many cases at no cost at all; and this 
group which gave the best part of their 
life to the Navy would retire without the 
feeling that they had been discriminated 
against because they were non-Academy 
graduates, which is the feeling of the ma 
jority at the present time. 

It is further believed that this group 
of officers should be given the same con- 
sideration that the Army gave their war 
time officers by a recent bill passed which 
reads as follows: 

The Army Promotion Bill signed by 
the President on July 31, 1935 con- 
tained in Section 5 of the Bill, a pro- 
vision as follows: 

“And provided further, That any officer of 
the Regular Army or Philippine Scouts, 
Below the grade Major who served under a 
commission in the Army of the United States 
dated prior to 12 November, 1918 and whose 
application for retirement under the provi- 
sions of this section has been approved by 
the President shall be retired in the grade of 
Major with retired pay computed as herein- 
after provided as for a Major with the same 
length of service.” . 

This provision retires all Army Captains 
with the rank and pay of Major after they 
have been passed over for that rank due to 
the Army Promotion Bill, approved July 31, 
1935. 

A proposed amendment to TH. R. 5599 
which would give this group of Navy offi- 
cers similar benefits that the Army now 
has: 

“That any officer of the regular Navy below

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Rear Admiral Russell R. Waesche, 
Commandant of Coast Guard, revealed 
this week that he has requested all senior 
officers of the Coast Guard to submit to 
headquarters their views on the eligibil- 
ity of officers under their command in the 
grade of lieutenant commander for pro- 
motion, and also on any officer junior to 
them who has completed thirty years’ 
service. 

The letters resulting from this request 
will be placed at the disposal of the per- 
sonnel board which was authorized by 
the recently enacted Coast Guard Per- 
sonnel Bill. The officers of the board will 
consider these reports, which together 
with the fitness reports of the officers un- 
der consideration, will guide the board in 
its decisions regarding the placing of 
lieutenant commanders out of the line of 
promotion or the retirement of officers 
with over thirty years’ service . 

Letters are now being mailed to all 
senior officers, and concerning the 
project Admiral Waesche said “I am go- 
ing to insure that anything that is done 
as a result of this bill will be the result 
of careful thought by the senior officers 
of the Coast Guard.” 

A board of five officers will be called in 
Washington, probably within the next 
five or six months. 

Admiral Waesche also stressed the fact 
that this is an entirely new system of 
promotion for the Coast Guard, and that 
the present set-up is only tentative and 
may be changed next yeur if there is any 
trouble in administering it under the 
ubove outlined manner. 








Ile also remarked that the present 
system of fitness reports shows every offi- 
cer to be above average, which, he said, is 
not possible. 

The letters being mailed out will give 
the whole Coast Guard Service an oppor- 
tunity to formulate the promotion policy, 
and will permit officers in the field to 
communicate to the board their opinions.

Navy Lighter-Than-Air 

Breaking the long silence of the Navy 
Department on the lighter-than-air ques- 
tion, Adm. William D. Leahy, Chief of 
Naval Operations, said this week that the 
Department was opposed to further naval 
development of dirigibles at the present 
time. 

For more than two years the Navy De- 
partment has taken the position that its 
old policy of carrying on development of 
airships was held in abeyance pending ac- 
tion on a study under way by the General 
Board and the various bureaus and offices 
and that pending the outcome of this 
study, nothing would be done in the mat- 
ter. Asked by Representative Melvin J. 
Maas, R. of Minn., during the naval con- 
struction bill hearings, Feb. 8, as to 
whether the Department had reached a 
decision in the matter, the Chief of Oper- 
ations said: 

“The present policy of the Navy De- 
partment which has not been formally 
approved, but under which it is operating, 
is to not at the present time construct 
any more lighter-than-air rigid ships. 

“It is considered that it is more ad- 
vantageous to use what funds are avail- 
able for obtaining naval materiel that has 
a proven value and which is needed and 
to permit the future development of 
lighter-than-air to be determined by com- 
mercial interests.” 

Representative McGrath, 1D. of Calif., 
following Admiral Leahy’s statement, 
said that he was going to offer an amend- 
ment to present bill, to permit part of the 
$15,000,000 authorized for building ex- 
perimental types of small ships to be 
spent for experimentation and develop- 
ment of rigid airships. He asked Admiral 
Leahy if he would object to such amend- 
ment and the Chief of Naval Operations 
replied that “he would offer no objection.” 

Representative Maas wanted to know 
what prospect there was for a change in 
the dirizible policy, and Admiral Leahy 
said that he could not venture an opinion 
on the point, and added: 

“Personally, I feel that we could very 
profitably engage in the development of 
lighter-than-air. But in view of the fact 
that no other Navy in the world has large 
dirigibles and we are deficient in proved 
types that they do have, things that we 
urgently need, I believe that we should 
devote our available funds to these proj- 
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ects.” 

“If we should decide to go ahead with 
lighter-than-air,” Mr. Maas 
“Should it be developed by the Army @ 
the Navy?” 

“I do not know,” was the reply. 

Representative McGrath, seizing on 
Admiral’s point that other navies haq 
dirigibles, asked him if it were not a ¢ 
that our situation differed from op 
countries in that we had a much lg 
coast-line and that airships were not 
suited to European defense needs ag% 
ours. Admiral Leahy merely agreed ¢ 
our coast-line was much longer than off 
powers unless Great Britain’s dom 
and colonies were considered. : 

The question of the Naval person 
trained in lighter-than-air was raised 
Representative McGrath. 

“One reason for going ahead 
lighter-than-air which appeals to 
Admiral Leahy said, “is that we have 
veloped capable commissioned and @ 
listed personnel for their operation, 
have no ships in commission for them 
handle. This trained personnel will 
dissipated unless additional rigid airships 
are constructed.” 

Representative O’Connell, of R. I, & 
claring the Navy’s past dirigibles hag 
been constructed by a company in whié 
one quarter of the stock was owned by th 
German Government, said he would pm 
pose an amendment to the McGrath 
amendment to require that future cp 
struction be by 100 per cent America 
companies. 

Representative Phillips, D. of Com, 
asked Admiral Leahy if it was true that 
the entire year’s helium supply was being 
sold to Germany under the new law per 
mitting export of the gas. The latter rm 
plied that he did not know, but that it aid 
not sound likely.

WE WOULD LIKE SOME pacifist expert to define the difference between an 
aggressive and a defensive Navy. Before the House Naval Committee, there have 
been witnesses decrying the President’s naval program because it pictures to them 
the American people preparing for wars of conquest. Senator Nye is claiming that 
the Administration has adopted a foreign policy wholly different from that pursued 
in the past, and says it means “nothing more than preparation for aggressive war 
fare abroad”; and we have such a naval strategist and tactician as Charles A. 
Beard, who has achieved a reputation as a historian, arguing that we should spend 
less on large battleships and large cruisers, which are intended to operate in all 
parts of the world. Commenting upon these observations, the President dryly re- 
marked this week that America is full of amateur naval experts. If our memory 
serves us correctly, President Jefferson, more than a hundred years ago, thought to 
protect America by a home Navy, yet when the war of 1812 came along, it was upon 
the high seas that the Constitution and other American frigates won their victories. 
As recently as the World War, a German cruiser squadron under the able von Spee 
crossed the Pacific, sank merchantmen, destroyed the British command of Admiral 
Craddock, and, passing through the Magellan Straits, ran into the powerful force 
of battle cruisers which had been secretly assembled by the British Admiralty at the 
Falkland Islands, and suffered annihilation. The steaming radius of American 
battleships during the World War enabled President Wilson to reenforce the British 
Fleet with the powerful squadron of Admiral Rodman. A Navy’s job to protect its 
own country and possessions is to seek out the enemy’s Fleet and destroy it. It can do 
so only if it be powerful, only if it has the fuel to discover and bring an elusive 
enemy to battle. To wait for the enemy is to have him sweep the defender’s com- 
merce from the seas, and to constrict the latter as Germany was constricted and 
brought to her knees by the biockade maintained by the British Fleet during the 
World War. The very name Navy carries with it the implication that the best de- 
fense is offense. If we are to safeguard American trade and protect our country, 
Alaska, Hawaii, the Philippines, the Panama Canal, and our West Indies interests, 
and above all the Monroe doctrine, we must have ships with a range of operation that 
will enable us to find the enemy and destroy him. To the Services this is so obvious 
that it is nothing less than astonishing that intelligent men and women should ad- 
vance the notion that the Navy should be hamstrung by construction which would 
limit its ability to protect the nation and its far flung interests, 


WE HAVE BEEN UNABLE TO LEARN what precisely is back of the State 
Department announcement that a group of Army bombers will make a good will 
demonstration by participating in the inauguration of the new President of Argen- 
tina. Possibly the motive is to show South America that our planes can fly just as 
efficiently as those of Italy. Only recently, Mussolini’s son piloted a plane to South 
America, and, according to reports, his arrival created a great impression wherever 
he landed. It is possible, too, that in some obscure way the Monroe doctrine is in- 
volved, that the Department’s experts are seeking to prove to South America and to 
Italy, and other Fascist nations, that our Army Air Service is equipped to play its 
part in defending the western hemisphere from European aggression. Another idea 
that may have popped into the heads of the department officials was that by our 
bombers dropping in on the occasion of the Argentine inauguration we would 
enhance the dignity of the new President, and thereby make him more friendly to 
the United States. To show we were not unduly favoring that republic, it became 
necessary, besides the stop at Lima for refueling, to visit Santiago, Chile, and Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil. The visit to the last named capital may be somewhat embarrassing, 
in view of the charge, which the State Department has denied, that the new revo- 
lutionary government there is Fascist in character. However this may be—and Brazil 
consistently has pursued a policy of close friendship with the United States—the 
fact remains that from now on it may be necessary for the United States to be 
sending an air squadron to a South American Capital every time a new president 
is inaugurated, and some of them may be dictators. Failure to take such action is 
bound to cause offense. It will not be difficult for the Air Corps to do this kind of a 
diplomatic job whenever called upon, but we suggest there are possible complications 
which the state Department would do well to consider whenever an idea is brought 
to it that involves a naval or military demonstration.

Nicaraguan Canal—The President has made it clear that he is sympathetic 
toward the idea of the construction of the Nicaraguan Canal. His interest in the 
project is attributed to the growing demands of commerce as well as to its value 
for national defense purposes. Of importance also is the stimulation which its 
execution would have upon employment and upon production—-great masses of 
steel, concrete and other American manufactures would be required to build the kind 
of a waterway which Col. Daniel I. Sultan, Corps of Engineers, reported as feasible 
in the difficult terrain of Central America. The Sultan plan contemplates three locks 
on the Atlantic side, and three locks on the Pacific, and their width is to be such as 
to take care of battleships and aircraft carriers with greater beam than those in 
service or projected. Thus, so far as the Navy is concerned, the waterway, if and 
when built, will be much better adapted for its needs than the Panama Canal. Another 
value a Nicaraguan Canal would have would be to provide two passageways from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific or vice versa, so that in case one were put out of commission 
by a slide or an enemy’s operations, the other would be available for the transit of 
ships. What may appeal to the President, also, is that the canal when built would 
tend to stabilize conditions in Central America, and as tolls would be collected as at 
Panama it would be of the self-liquidating character which he now favors. The 
attitude of Congress toward this undertaking seems to be friendly as shown by a 
statement made by Chairman Vinson of the House Naval Committee, and by a bill 
authorizing the work introduced in the House by Representative Izac, of California. 
In view of the need for the waterway and the atmosphere surrounding it in Wash- 
ington, it occurs to us that the President should lose no time in recommending to 
Congress the adoption of the Sultan plan. 


Army General Officer Vacancies—Since the promotion of Brig. Gen. Percy P. Bishop 
to be a major general, filling the vacancy created by the retirement of General Douglas 
MacArthur, and the promotion of Col. Jay L. Benedict to fill the brigadier generaley 
created by the elevation of General Bishop, there yet remains a prospect of a total 
of 32 general officer vacancies to be filled this calendar year. Of this total eight are 
created by prospective retirements of major generals of the line; eight more to fill 
brigadier generaley created by promotions to major generals; nine by prospective 
retirements of brigadier generals of the line; four by replacement of branch chiefs 
with accompanying rank of major general and three more by replacement of assistant 
branch chiefs with the rank of brigadier general. 


The pending retirement of Maj. Gen. Harry Kk. Knight, for physical disability 
has been announced by the Department. The seven other major generals of the line 
who retire this year are: in February, W. 1). Connor; in March, George S. Simonds; 
in June, Andrew Moses; in September, George Van Horn Moseley and Willlam E. Cole; 
in October, Frank R, McCoy; and in November, Fox Conner. 


Hight brigadier generals of the line to retire are: in January, Louis M, Nuttman; 
in April, Manus McCloskey; in August, Robert 8. Abernathy; in October, Joseph P. 
Tracy; and in November, Alfred T, Smith, William K. Naylor, John W, Gulick, and 
Edwin 8, Hartshorn. In addition, another brigadier general has appeared before a 
retiring board and a report is expected shortly. 


In the case of the branch chiefs, vacancies will be created by the retirement 
of Maj. Gen, Edgar T. Conley, The Adjutant General, in April, and by the expira- 
tion of the tours of Maj. Gen. William H,. Tschappat, Chief of Ordnance, June 3; 
Maj. Gen. Leon B. Kromer, Chief of Cavalry, March 22; and Maj. Gen, Upton 
Birnie, jr., Chief of Field Artillery, March 10, For Assistant Chiefs of Branches 
there will be vacancies created by the expiration of tours of the following: Brig. Gen. 
Herntan W. Schull and Brig. Gen. Edward M. Shinkle, Assistant Chiefs of Ordnance, 
whose tours expire June 3 and Sept. 1, respectively ; and Brig. Gen. James I. Chaney, 
Assistant Chief of Air Corps, whose tour expires July 17. 


Battleship Board Concludes Work—'The battleship advisory board, which was ap- 
pointed in October, 1937, has made its final report to Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Oharles Edison. The report, which is held confidential by the Navy Department, is 
now the object of an intensive study, in view of the increased building plan now under 
consideration. The board went into all phases of battleship construction and that 
it is understood that it made recommendations as to the construction of capital ships 
of more than 40,000 tons. 


The board was originally called to consider the plans for the battleships Wash- 
ington and North Carolina, but a short while after it was convened it was announced 
that it would stay in session for “the duration of the capital ship program.” However 
early this week, the Navy announced the conclusion of the work of the board. 


The board was comprised of the nation’s foremost shipbuilders, including Joseph 
W. Powell, of United Shipyards, chairman, Dr. William Hovgaard, Professor Emeritus 
of Naval architecture at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Admiral Joseph 
Strauss, USN-Ret., Joseph F, Metten, former president of the New York Shipbuilding 
Corp., W. F. Gibbs, president of Gibbs and Cox, naval architects, and Capt. L. B. 
McBride, (CC), USN. 

Upon receipt of the report, Mr. Edison said, “It is my considered opinion that 
your comments on the plans for the two battleships now building will be of genuine 
interest and vital importance to the department, not only in connection with these 
specific ships, but also in regard to future ships that may be authorized. I anticipate 
making a detailed study of this report with real interest.” 


Pass Special Pension Bill—The Senate this week, in an unusual procedure, passed 
a bill introduced by Senator Carter Glass of Va., which would give to Mrs. Mary 
Merrill Scott, widow of Maj. Gen. Hugh Lenox Scott, USA, a pension of $5,000 dollars 
a year. Contrary to usual procedure, the bill was not considered by a Senate com- 
mittee, and was brought up out of order under unanimous consent procedure. 


In bringing up the bill, Senator Glass said: “I may state that I conferred with 
the chairman of the majority and also the chairman of the minority of the Senate, 
who indicated no objection to the immediate consideration of the bill. I also conferred 
with the chairman of the Committee on Military Affairs and the chairman of the 
Committee on Pensions, both of whom think the bill should be immediately passed.” 
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Wins Military Society Trophy—Award of the annual trophy of the New York 
Society of Military and Naval Officers of the World War to Company E, 28th Infap. 
try, stationed at Ft. Niagara, N. Y., was announced Feb. 5 at headquarters of the 
First Division, U. 8S. Army, Ft. Hamilton, Brooklyn. 

The winning organization, under command of Capt. Joseph K. Evans, Was ad. 
judged the most efficient among all Infantry rifle companies of the First Division, 
after achieving 1,046.65 points in the competition for the year 1937.

General Craig Endorses Army Day—*The preservation of peace is not 4 mer 
passive duty,” suid General Malin Craig, Chief of Staff of the Army, im a letter aq. 
dressed to Maj. Edwin 8, Betteltheim, jr... ORC, Adjutant General of the Military 
Order of the World War, endorsing the coming Army Day celebrating ow April 6 next, 
under the sponsorship of the Order. 

Ile called attention to the fact that Army [xy will provide amp oceasion for the 
public to learn more about our army and to bear in mind that, “with the wetual ang 
threatened hostilities engaging the attention of many nations today, it is prudent 
forethought to consider our defenses.” 

General Craig’s letter reads as follows: “In view of present world conditions the 
observance of Army Day on April 6 next, has a special signifieamee. We wre reminded 
that while the clash of arms resounds over a considerable pertion of the earth's sur. 
face, America happily remains at peace. By noting the death and destreetion that 
so sorely afflicts so much of the world’s population we sheuld be specially gratetal 
that the nations of the Western world are at peace. 

“The preservation of peace is pot a mere passive duty. It requires the wctive co 
operation of all of our citizens. One of the means whereby our peace may be main. 
tained is to so strengthen our defenses us to make remote the possibility of any suc 
cessful attack on our territory or our sovereignty. 

“Army Day will provide un occasion for the pubtie te learn of the organization 
and strength of our army. With actual and threatened hostilities engaging the atten- 
tion of many nations it is prudent forethought to consider our defenses. While in- 
provements have been made recently in the strength and efficiency of our army and 
navy candor compels the report that our national defense is inadequate. The situa- 
tion is one that merits the thoughtful attention of our people. 

“The Militury Order of the World War is to be congratulated on taking the lead- 
ership not only in sponsoring Army Day, but also in making available to our people 
the information as to the nature and extent of our national defense establishments. 
The army will be very happy to assist in every appropriate way to make the observ- 
ance of Army Day an outstanding success.” 

Secretary of War Woodring in his letter endorsing Army Day, says “Lf our army 
and our navy are invincible, the likelihood of their employment in actual warfare is 
materially reduced.” 

His letter reads as follows: “I trust that the celebration of Army Day under the 
sponsorship of the Military Order of the World War will be a splendid success. Those 
of us who served in the World War are well aware of the horrors of war, of its 
sorrows, and of its cost in lives and treasure. We are likewise convinced that one 
of the ways by which war may be avoided is to be strong enough to resist aggression. 
If our army and our navy are invincible the likelihood of their employment in actual 
warfare is materially reduced. If our defenses are secure the preservation of our 
peace is almost certain. 

“Since the close of the World War we have maintained an army that is tiny 
in comparison with the armies of most of the countries of comparable importance. At 
present our army is about twentieth in numerical strength. In the last few year 
other countries have greatly increased the size and augmented the equipment of thelr 
armies. Hence, though the efficiency of the American Army has steadily advanced, it 
is relatively weaker than a few years ago. 

“It is with considerable reluctance that the people and the Government of the 
United States have reached the conclusion that the time has come for a material 
strengthening of our defenses. We had hoped that the influence of peace-loving 
peoples everywhere would result in a decrease rather than an increase in military 
and naval armaments. For the present at least such hopes appear to have been 
frustrated. Our only alternative then is to strengthen our defenses in the interest of 
our own peace and security. 

“The present program for augmenting our military strength is a modest one. It 
does not involve us in any world armament race. It only provides for the most essel 
tial of our needs in personnel and equipment. Our army will still rank very low in 
numerical strength, but man for man and gun for gun, we expect to be as efficient 
as any country in the world.” 


Navy Scientists Honored—Secretary of the Navy Swanson has sent congratulatot 
letters to: Capt. Julius F. Hellweg, USN-Ret., Superintendent of the U. S. Naval 
Observatory, and Mr. Paul Sollenberger, Scientist Astronomer, of the U. §. Naval 
Observatory, in recognition of the joint award of Edward Longstreth Medals by the 
Committee of Science and the Arts of the Franklin Institute of Philadelphia 
Pennsylvania. 

The reason for this award is as follows: “In consideration of their invention of 
a device combining a crystal controlled clock with a stroboscopic reading element and 
apparatus for emitting radio time signals, whereby the accuracy of these signals has 
been increased and the labor of preparing for their transmission reduced.” 

The Secretary of the Navy stated that the Navy Department is gratified and 
pleased to know that this unusual honor has been conferred upon Captain Hellweg and 








Mr. Sollenberger, and that congratulations of the Navy Department are extended 
both. 
The Secretary further expressed his personal gratification that the efforts af 
Captain Hellweg and Mr. Sollenberger had been so signally recognized. 
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Exercises—The joint muneuvers of the Army, Navy, Marines and Coast 
guard, are now in full swing at Culebra Island. It is expected that the maneuvers 
will continue until the middle of March, with much new equipment and tactical plans 
ysed for the first time under simulated wartime conditions. 

Rear Adm. Alfred W. Johnson, USN, is directing landing operations from his 
flagship. the New York, and the exercises are proving to’ be the most extensive test 
ef sea und land power on the Atlantic side of the continent since the United States 
Fleet was ordered to the Pacific. A new note was injected in this year’s war games 
gith the addition of 1,800 Puerto Rico National Guardsmen to the defending forces. 

4 Marine Corps aircraft unit of 52 planes under command of Col. Roy Geiger, 
hax arrived and is participating in the show, as is the Coast Guard cutter Bibb. 

Early this week, the Second Brigade of the First Infantry Division, under com- 
mand of Brig. Gen. Walter C. Short, USA, arrived to participate in the maneuvers. 
He will shortly take over the defense of Puerto Rico against the joint attacking forces. 
Col. Augustus F. Dannemiller, chief of staff of the First Division, who is serving on 
Admiral Johnson’s staff, conferred with General Short, as did Lt. Col. J. S. Bradley 
and Lt. Col. Edward G, Sherburne, on the area of operations, 


War Games at Singapore—Tress dispatches from Singapore report that the exer- 
dses being conducted there have demonstrated the ability of the gigantic base there 
to hold its own under war conditions. A two house blackout, a defense move against 
air raids, concluded the evercis s. Earlier an attacking fleet moved across the South 
China Sea simulating an assuult on the base. Squadrons of planes were sent to sea 
to hunt down the invader. A mimic battle ensued, Ten thousand men were said to 
have been set out to repel landing parties. 

The exercises were said to have been aimed not only to test the strength of the 
defenses but also the efficiency of the organization for reinforcing them from other 
British strongholds. 


Chief of Staff’s Uniform—Callers at the quarters of the Chief of Staff of the Army 
and Mrs. Craig at their “at home” Feb. 6 were the first to see General Craig’s new blue 
miform of his own design. General Craig chose a blouse of a length about half way 
between the old short and the old long coat, It was of blue broadcloth with a standing 
collar, Which, however, was not fastened in front. It was double breasted with two 
rows of gold buttons, 12 in each row spaced in groups of four. The sleeves, of slash 
type, were ornamented with black velvet with gold oak leaves and four silver stars. 
The collar also was ornamented with gold embroidery. He wore the regulation gold 
shoulder knots and a black leather belt with gold oak leaves and a regulation gold 
buckle. The trousers had two gold stripes. The General alxo has a lemon color sash 
but he did not wear it at the reception. 

Under Army regulations the Chief of Staff's uniform shall be of “his own design.” 
It will be recalled that General Charles P. Summerall had a special dress uniform 
designed for himself which he wore at one of his receptions. General Douglas 
MacArthur did not wear any special design while he was chief of staff, but dispatches 
from the Philippines have mentioned a special uniform he has worn in Manila. 


A number of callers, particularly those living on the post, wore the new dress blue 
uniform, which will be required after next October 1. 


General Martin Hits Wagner Act—Describing the Wagner Act us “illy conceived 
legislation,” and the conduct of the National Labor Relations Board as “faulty and 
insincere administration,” Maj. Gen. Charles Hf. Martin, USA-Ret., now Governor of 
Oregon, declares in an article appearing in the February issue of the magazine 
Mill & Factory: “One is forced to the conclusion that President Roosevelt has been 
‘sold down the river.’ ” 

“The Wagner Act is predicated upon a false premise—that all employers are 
fiends of Hell and all employees are angels,” the Governor concludes. He relates a 
story of “obvious impotency” on the part of N. L. R. BB. during the lumber strike In 
his state, and of the necessity for executive action to speed employer-employee pace. 


Officers for 15th Infantry Shifted to Philippines—Six days out on the high seas, 
five officers of the Army learned last week-end that the 15th Infantry to which they 
had been ordered would be packing up to come home by the time they reached it in 
Tientsin, China. However, a few days later Special Orders were radioed to them 
relieving them of assignment to the 15th Infantry and assigning them to duty with 
the Infantry in the Philippine Department. They will, therefore, disembark at 
Manila and report to the Commanding General of the Department for assignment 
The officers concerned are: 1st Lt. Raymond E. Kendall, Inf., ist Lt. William B 
Moore, Inf., 1st Lt. Henry Neilson, Inf., 2nd Lt. Walter C. Hyzer, Inf., and 2nd Lt.

Lakehurst Again Air Terminal—The Navy Department this week granted per- 
mission to the American Zeppelin Transport, Incorporated, representing the Lauf 
schiffbau-Zeppelin, G.m.b. H. Friedrichshafen, Germany, and the Deutsche Zeppelin 
Reederei, G.m.b. H. Berlin, Germany, for use of Naval airship terminal facilities at 
Lakehurst, N. J. and Miami, Fla., by the Airship LZ-130 during the year 1938 during 
4 series of approximately 18 round trips between the United States and Europe (or 
South America). The schedule of trips has been approved by the Department of 
Commerce. 

The permit contains a provision that it may be extended or is subject to revo 
cation at any time in the discretion of the Secretary of the Navy. 

This agreement is similar to those which were in effect during the years 1936 
and 1987 and include certain additions made desirable by the changed situation 
regarding helium. 

The essential features involved are: No expense to the Government. No inter 
ference with Navy Department’s own airship activities. No liability against the 
Navy Department or its representatives for any cause whatsoever. Permittee to 
Provide insurance covering Naval equipment he uses and liability insurance. Per 
mittee to maintain in a special deposit account a sufficient balance to cover any 
expenses chargeable to him. Permittee to make his own arrangements for fuel, 
helium, consumable supplies and for housing, subsistence and shore transportation 
ot Passengers and crew, as well as for services of ground handling crew beyond the 
man crew available at Lakehurst. 





Foreign Affairs—Of absorbing interest to official Washington is the conflict in 
Germany between the Reichswehr and the National Socialist Party, which broke ‘into 
the open last week when Hitler issued a set of decrees regarding the conduct of 
diplomatic and military affairs, Those decrees were in the form of a compromise, but 
they by no means have ended the trouble. Further und important developments may 
be expected. Hitler’s action followed the attempt last month on the part of General 
Werner von Fritsch, commander-in-chief of the Army to impose upon Hitler the 
Army’s claim that it was independent—a state within the state was the camouflaged 
expression—and therefore free of Nazi control. The ultimate purpose of the army 
movement was the restoration of the Hohenzollerus. Von Fritsch is being criticised 
because he moved before he had obtained the support of the preponderant majority 
of the Generals and lower ranking officers. However this may be, a large number 
of Generals have been dismissed, and a state of affairs prevails throughout the Army 
which is gravely disturbing to the Leader and those loyal to him, At any time may occur 
a Putsch which will require Hitler to take even sterner measures if he is to remain 
in power, This situation is regarded as important to world peace and especially to 
that of the United States, because it is predicted that deprived of the support of an 
united Germany, Japan will be more conciliatory in respect of American demands 
regarding the Far East, and Mussolini will be likewise disposed toward a solution 
of questions arising out of the Spanish revolution. Probably the German develop- 
ment was seized upon by the British government to adopt a stronger policy against 
“pirate” submarines operating in the Mediterranean. The Tokyo Government. has 
heen carefully considering the practically identic notes which the United States, 
Great Britain and France presented to it regarding reports that it was building or 
contemplating building battleships and cruisers in excess of the tonnage Limits pre- 
scribed by the London Treaty. The reply is expected to decline to furnish any naval 
information to the inquiring Powers but to insist that, provided Japan be given 
equality, she is ready to enter into disarmament negotiations. The denials by 
Secretary Hull and Admiral Leahy of any understadning with Great Britain of a 
military or naval character are accepted with suspicion, particularly in view of 
the appearance of American cruisers at Singapore during the maneouvres to establish 
uny weakness in the fortifications of that British naval base. There is not the 
slightest doubt that if the United States should become Involved in war with Japan, 
British bases would be open to our use; the overrunning of China by Japanese troops 
menaces British interests and trade, and London is anxious that an end shall be 
brought to the operations and the Japanese retire to their Islands. The Russian 
Ambassador is urging an alliance between his country and the United States and 
Great Britain to stop the Japanese. In Russian circles it is pointed out that if 
Germany have internal disturbances, the Soviets will be free from the Hither menace, 
and will be in a better position to adopt a strong policy toward Japan. There is no 
duobt the world situation is extremely delicate, and Secretary Hull, who, by the way 
has become sharply belligerent, is saying that with so much irresponsible talk about 
foreign affairs it was enough to give the world the “jitters.” 


Far Eastern Military Situation—The Northern Japanese Expeditionary Force, 
operating under General Terauchi, has made little if any advance during the past 
several weeks in its operation on the Shantung leninsula directed toward the 
Chinese defenses on the Lunghai Railroad. 

General Matsui’s Expeditionary Force operating from Nanking has during the 
past week advanced some 85 miles along the Tsinpu Railroad Line. This advance is 
now north of the town of Pengpu on the Whai River. 

Chinese raids have continued along the west and southwest faces of the Japanese 
occupied area on the Nanking-Shanghai Peninsula, being directed mainly in the 
vicinity of the cities of Hangchow and Wuhu. In the northwest areas of the Northern 
Japanese Expeditionary Force raids under the Chinese Communist General Chu 
Teh have continued against important points on Japanese lines of communication. 


Army Flying Boards Named—Five Air Corps boards have been appointed to tour 
the colleges and universities of the United States during the next two months to 
endeavor to get applicants for the Army Flying Cadet corps. 

The War Department order reads, “The members of the boards are directed to 
visit various colleges and universities of the Corps on dates convenient to the college 
authorities for the purpose of acquainting students with the pilot training offered by 
the Army to those who qualify for appointment as flying cadets.” 

The board for the First and Second Corps Areas consists of Maj. Michael G. 
Healy, (MC), Mitchell Fid., Capt. Richard BE. Cobb, (AC), Boston Airport, and 1st 
Lt. Richard H. Wise, (AC).

Army Planes Still Grounded—Army Air Corps officials late this week said that the 
40 Consolidated airplanes of the Kighth Pursuit Group at Langley Field, which were 
grounded last week as a result of two crashes involving this type plane within two 
months, had not yet been restored to service. 

The air officers did not say how long the ban would be effective, but the planes 
will undoubtedly be grounded until a thorough investigation has been completed, 

A crash on Dee. 11, 1937, resulted in the death of Maj. Alfred E,. Waller, and on 
Jan. 12 of this year, Lt. William H. Wise was forced to parachute to safety after 
experiencing trouble with a ship of the same type. 
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Naval Building Program 

Foreign policy and the vulnerability of 
battleships to air attack held the spot- 
light during the second week’s hearings 
on the naval expansion bill. 

Admiral Leahy, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, questioned as to the ability of the 
capital ship to command the seas since 
the development of aircraft, told the com- 
mittee that the battleship, while not in- 
vulnerable, can give and take the heaviest 
blows of any type, and while other navies 
are building capital ships, the United 
States must have at least equal power in 
them, “or the sea frontiers of America 
will not be sale.” 

Since the naval expansion program was 
submitted by the President there has 
been criticism that the measure was 
intended to enable the United States 
to embark on a course of collective action 
with Great Britain and perhaps France 
and Russia, Statements were made both 
by opponents of the bill and others that 
the President was changing the foreign 
policy of the United States, and citing his 
Chicago speech, the visit of the American 
cruisers to Singapore and the conversa- 
tions that Capt. Royal Ingersoll, USN, 
Chief of the War Plans Division, Oftice of 
Naval Operations, had recently in London, 
demanded to know whether he had 
reached an understanding with the British 
as to collective action in curbing the so- 
called “aggressor” nations, and whether 
he intended to attempt to maintain world 
peace by using the Navy to “quarantine” 
“war-like” nations. 

An answer was given to these critics 
this week by President Roosevelt, Secre- 
tary of State Hull, and Admiral Leahy. 
Their statements, denying any under- 
standing or intended collective action, fol- 
lowed the dispatch of identical notes by 
the Governments of the United States, 
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Great Britain and France, to Japan, de- 
manding to know within 15 days whether 
or not she was building battleships in ex- 
cess of 35,000 tons and making it plain to 
that Government that if the information 
is not given, the three powers would lay 
down larger ships to match those which 
Japan is reputed to be building. And 
while nothing was said in connection with 
the release of the note to Japan as to the 
presence of Captain Ingersoll in London, 
the mystery created by Admiral Leahy’s 
refusal before the House Naval Committee 
to discuss this question except in execu- 
tive session was apparently explained 
satisfactorily to members of the com- 
mittee by the joint note to Japan. 
Admiral Denies Foreign Alliance 

Admiral Leahy, after a number of 
members of the House Committee had 
questioned him repeatedly as to the pos- 
sibility of collective Fleet action with 
the British and as to any agreement to 
this effect read the following prepared 
statement at the beginning of Monday's 
hearing: 

I am very pleased Mr. Chairman to have an 
opportunity to endeavor to remove any mis- 
understanding that any member of this Com- 
mittee may have obtained through incom- 
plete or faulty reports of my testimony, 

It has been my endeavor throughout this 
hearing to convey to the Committee accurate 
information as to the Navy Department's 
understanding of the purpose of this authori- 
zation bill, which is simply to authorize a 
sufficient Navy to provide protection to the 
United States and its island possessions 
against attack by any single foreign naval 
power, an increase having been made neces- 
sary because of the increased naval programs 
of other Nations. 

The Navy does not have in mind any 
particular possible enemy, but does consider 
all foreign navies in its study of the sea de- 
fense needed by the United States. 

The Navy has no thought of obtaining as- 
sistance from any other nation. It has no 
thought of giving assistance in the solution 
ot the problems of any other Nation. 

It has no foreign commitments. 

There are no understandings regarding as- 
sistance to be given or received. 

There has been no talk of giving or re- 
ceiving assistance. 

The Navy expects to solve naval defense 
problems that may confront the United States 
in the Navy’s traditional way without alli- 
ances, 

It expects to stand on its own feet in pro- 
viding protection to the United States and it 
expects to succeed, 


Secretary Hull's Letter 

Secretary Hull also issued a flat denial 
that the United States had any foreign 
ulliances, agreements or understandings 
with any other nations relating to war or 
the possibility of war. In a letter to 
Senator Pittman, chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations, Mr. Hull 
answered questions to this effect pro- 
pounded in a resolution introduced Feb. 
7 by Senator Hiram Johnson, of Cali- 
fornia. President Roosevelt, at a press 
conference, Feb. 8, endorsed the Hull 
statement, declaring that the views ex- 
pressed were substantially his own. The 
letter to Senator Pittman follows: 

My Dear Senator Pittman: 

My attention has been called to Senate 
Resoiution No, 229, introduced by Senator 
Johnson of California on January 5 (calendar 
day, February 7), 1938, and ordered to lie on 
the tabie. 

Under the terms of the proposed resolution 
the Secretary of State is requested, if it be 
not incompatible with the public interest, to 
advise the Senate in response to three in- 
quiries. 

For your information, and for such use as 
you may desire to make thereof, I desire to 
state to you very definitely that in response to 
point (a) which reads “whether or not any 
alliance, agreement, or understanding exists 
or is contemplated with Great Britain relat- 
ing to war or the possibility of war,” the 
answer is, “No;” in response to point (b) 
which reads “whether or not there is any 
understanding or agreement, express or im- 
plied, for the use of the Navy of the United 
States in conjunction with any other nation,” 
the answer is, “No;’” with regard to point (c) 
which reads “whether or not there is any 
understanding or agreement, express or im- 
plied, with any nation, that the United States 
Navy, or any part of it, should police or 
patrol or be transferred to any particular 
waters or any particular ocean,” the answer 
is, “No.”

Senator Johnson charged on the Senate 
floor, Feb. 10, that President Roosevelt 
was “irresponsible” in his Chicago speech 
proposing quarantine of aggressor na- 





tions, and declared he would demand 
further explanation of United States for- 
eign policy. 

He said he felt both “the Secretary of 
State and I were taken for a ride the 
other day.” 

“I have asked before and I am going to 
ask again what our foreign policy is and 
what it means and where it is leading,” 
Johnson cried. 


Agreement Through “Mental Telepathy” 

The opponents of the naval program, 
persisted in their contention that the pro- 
posed Navy is to be used for “aggression” 
and collective action. The editor of the 
New Republic, Bruce Bliven, testifying 
before the committee, Wednesday, voiced 
their position in stating that while there 
may not be any agreement or understand- 
ing, express or implied, with Great Britain 
as maintained by Secretary Hull, that the 
United States is moving into collective 
aggressive action with Britain through 
“what you might call mental parallelism 
or mental telepathy.” 

Admiral Leahy was on the witness 
stand for seven consecutive days—Mon- 
day through Friday of last week and Mon- 
day and Tuesday of this week. Oppon- 
ents of the bill were then heard, and when 
they conclude this week, the Navy bureau 
chiefs will be heard as to the details of 
the measure. Admiral Leahy, finally on 
Monday, finished reading his prepared 
statement on the bill, and was further 
questioned by members. 

Replying to Congressmen from East 
Coast states who have been urging that 
part of the Fleet or a separate fleet be 
maintained in the Atlantic, the Chief of 
Naval Operations said that the Fleet was 
maintained in the Pacific because weather 
conditions were better for training, but 
that there was “no compelling reason” 
why the fleet must be kept there. He ad- 
mitted to these members that it might be 
advantageous to the training of personnel 
of the Fleet for them to operate in the 
Atlantic at times. The one thing, he would 
insist on, he stated, was that the Fleet 
must he concentrated. Asked about the 
shore defenses of the Atlantic, he said 
that two additional fleet air bases must 
be provided to make them adequate. 

Opponents of the naval program based 
their arguments on the contention that 
the increase is not necessary for defen- 
sive purposes and that it is designed for 
aggressive action. They urge that before 
the bill is acted on, Congress give con- 
sideration to the question of foreign pol- 
icy and that it, rather than the Presi- 
dent, lay down what it shall be and then 
determine what type and size Army and 
Navy is needed. Declarations were also 
made that the battleship has been made 
ineffective by the development of the air- 
plane and the late Admiral Sims was 
cited in this connection many times by 
the opposition witnesses. The witnesses. 
sponsored by the National Council for 
Prevention of War, also quoted Maj. 
Gen. Johnson Hagood, USA-Ret., and 
Maj. Gen. William C. River, USA-Ret., 
in support of their contention of a shore 
defense policy, and it was indicated that 
they would testify before the committee. 

Dr. Charles A. Beard, historian, the 
only opposition witness at Wednesday 
hearings not introduced by the National 
Council for Prevention of War, declared 
that he was not a pacifist and believed 
in the United States having sufficient 
armament to defend its “sphere of influ- 
ence” which he defined as the Western

femisphere and the waters adjacent. 
The proposed increase, however, he de- 
dared, meant the embarking on a course 
of aggressive action, which will lead to 
war. Congress, through the naval expan- 
don bill, he contended, is being asked to 
tacitly approve this course now. 

Attacking the teachings of Admiral 
Mahan as to the role of sea power, Dr. 
peard said that “a poll of ranking ad- 
mirals and captains of the American 
Navy reveals that the majority no longer 
gecept the dangerous Mahan doctrines.” 
Despite this “repudiation,” he continued, 
“Admiral Leahy, from his testimony, is 
apparently still tangled in the Mahan 
theories, and the bill is based on it,” he 
stated. 

Miss Jeannette Rankin, legislative 
geretary, gave the National Council for 
Prevention of War a statement,, intro- 
duced other speakers and presented 
statements by writers Oswald Garrison 
Villard and Hubert Herring. Others pre- 
sented by that body included: Bruce 
Bliven, editor of the New Republic; 
Stephen Raushenbush, chief investigator 
for the Senate Munitions Committee; E. 
Raymond Wilson, who presented a state- 
ment from the American Friends Service 
Committee, The Peace Committee of the 
Philadelphia Yearly Meetings of Friends, 
and The Friends General Conference ; 
Frank Littell, representing the National 
Council of Methodist Youth; Mrs. Louise 
Koelz of Waycross, Ga., and Mrs. FE. ©. 
Rixler of New Windsor, Md. 

The National Council’s statement to 
the committee demanded that Congress 
make a clear pronouncement of foreign 
policy in line with the will of the Ameri- 
can people. It declared: 

No one questions that the will of the 
American people is to be assured, first, pro- 
tection against attack and second no partici- 
pation in foreign war. 

The present demand by the President for 
large armament increases presents Congress 
with an opportunity to bring to and end, and 
makes it imperative that it do bring to an 
end, by a clear definition of policy the present 
uncertainty as to what our foreign policy is. 

The present demands are made without any 
previous statement of. policy on the basis of 
which it can be determined what forms of 
armament would be most effective for defense 
of our shores, which we believe is the only 
purpose that the people want the navy to 
serve, 

We call upon you to withhold approval 
until the demands can be judged on the basis 
ofa declared policy of defense only and of a 
determination of our defense needs. 

We maintain that a wholly abnormal naval 
building program on the part of the United 
States will intensify international tensions 
and distrust, and increase the speed with 
which humanity is drifting into the general 
destructon of another world war. In view of 
our geographical protection against attack 
and of the absence of any necessity for us to 
lok to the conquest or control of foreign 
territory for the support of our people, we 
earnestly believe it is our responsibility to set 
the precedent of a national military policy 
of defense only and of an army and navy 
clearly designed for that purpose alone. 

Mr. Bliven was roundly scored by 
members of the committee for state- 
ments that the President was bluffing 
the fascist powers by holding “a gun in 
me hand, and a reciprocal tariff in the 
other” and that Secretary Hull and Ad- 
miral Leahy had been talking “contra- 
lictory nonsense.” Citing statements of 
Walter Lippman, “who presumably 
speaks for those who want a big navy” 
and of Secretary Hull as having declared 
that we must help maintain law and 
order throughout the world, he compared 
them with the recent denials of the Sec- 
retary and the Admiral that we have no 
Understanding with Great Britain, he 
continued : 

“Iam not so rude as to think these gen- 
lemen really mean the contradictory 
honsense they have told us. I believe 
they know very clearly what they are 
about, but refuse to make public either 
their intentions or the reason behind 
those intentions.” 

Representative Maas declared that 
was tantamount to charging the 
tary of State and the Chief of Naval 
tions of bad faith and of lying.

Frederick J. Libby, executive secretary 
of the National Council for Prevention 
of War, told the committee, Thursday, 
that the President in his Chicago speech, 
embarked on “a policy of threat and bluff 
which can end only in humiliation or 
war.” Like the other witnesses brought 
forward by his organization, he based his 
opposition to the bill on the ground that 
it was not needed for defense but that it 
was to be used for collective action. 

Questioned by members of the com- 
mittee as the nature of his organization 
und the “peace bonds” sold by it during 
the past two years, Mr. Libby said that 
$69,000 had been contributed by a Mrs. 
Bancroft C. Davis of Washington, D. C. 
to put over the campaign to raise a mil- 
lion dollars by the “peace-bonds” and 
that only $50,000 had been raised. He 
said that the Council did not receive 
political contributions and campaigned 
against Congressmen who opposed their 
policies “only when they are in radical 
disagreement with us.” Miss Jeanette 
Rankin, legislative representative of the 
group, it was stated, campaigned against 
Representative Vinson last year. 

In reply to a question from Representa- 
tive Maas, R. of Minn., as to the relative 
value of battleships and aircraft, Admiral 
Leahy read the following prepared state- 
ment: 

Battleship vs. Aeroplane Statement 

“In the fleet we work with airplanes every 
day of the year and it is my belief that the 
American Navy has the best trained and the

most efficient air service in existence, 


“We know much by daily experience about 
the capabilities and limitations of aircraft. 

“We believe aviation to be as essential a 
part of the national defense at sea as the 
guns of our battleships, and it is the opinion 
of the navies of the world that a modern 
battleship is the best defense against air 
attack at sea, and the most difficult problem 
that faces the Air Arm of any Navy. 

“Naval experience through the ages has 
brought forth many different types of craft, 
but there has always been a counterpart of 
the battleship. This type is in simple 
terms the best combination of offensive and 
defensive power, speed, seakeeping qualities, 
and self-maintenance, that can be put into a 
single ship. It is the type that can give and 
take the heaviest blows. It is not invulner- 
able. A battleship can be sunk by torpedoes, 
by armor piercing shells, or by aerial bombs, 
-—under conditions favorable to the attack 
and provided it is hit often enough in the 
right places. The battleship’s defense against 
air attack consists of the following: first, the 
anti-aircraft batteries of the numerous cruis- 
ers, destroyers and other battleships which 
always accompany her, and over which the 
attacking planes must pass; second, its own 
powerful anti-aircraft guns; third, its ma- 
neuvering power, for experience has proven 
the added difficulty of bombing a ship ma- 
neuvering radically at high speed; fourth, its 
armor and watertight subdivision, which are 
designed to localize any damage received from 
bombs exploding on deck or in the water close 
to the side; fifth, a well organized damage 
control party, trained and equipped to cope 
with flooded compartments, fires, ruptured 
steam lines, etc. So it can be seen that the 
destruction of such a ship by aerial bombs, 
while possible, is much more difficult than 








in any other type of ship, and will certainly 
be attended by terrific losses among the at- 
tacking aircraft. 

“The purpose of a fleet in any war is to 
control certain sea areas vital to success in 
that war. The battleship is the nucleus of 
that fleet, the bulwark of offensive and de- 
fensive power upon which all other types 
must depend for support when driven back by 
superior forces, Among all naval types, it is 
the one which, when properly accompanied by 
supporting ships and planes, can go farther, 
stay longer, and fight harder, than any other 
eraft which travels on, under, or above the 
sea, 

“So long as men or material must be trans- 
ported by sea for any purpose in time of 
war, we will need naval surface vessels, and 
so long as foreign navies have battleships, 
cruisers, airplanes, and destroyers, the United 
States Fleet must be composed of the same 
types in a correct proportion, with each type 
more efficient if possible than its foreign pro- 
totype. 

“All Navies are now building battleships 
and unless we are provided with at least equal 
power in that type of veasel the sea frontiers 
of America will not be safe.” 


Wants Strongest Air Arm 

Admiral Leahy finished his state- 
ment, Representative Maas asked him the 
correct: proportion of naval aviation to the 
surface navy. Understanding the question to 
be a query as to what the size of the naval 
air force should be, Admiral Leahy said: 

“I believe that we should have a stronger 
naval air arm than that in the possession of 
any other navy.” 

Further questioning brought forth the 
statement from the Chief of Naval Operations

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that the Navy was still increasing its air force 
and that it was not yet at the proper propor- 
tion. Mr. Maas then asked him as to whether 
he believed a large fleet of defending air- 
planes could stop an enemy fleet approaching 
our shores and landing troops. 

“My opinion has been that it would be ex- 
ceedingly difficult for a foreign expeditionary 
force to land on our shores if we possessed a 
strong defending air force,” he stated, “How- 
ever, observation of recent operations on the 
shores of China have caused me to fear that 
my belief as to the defensive value of air 
craft was over optimistic.” 

“Could a strong defending air force prevent 
a blockade of our coasts,” Representative 
Maas asked. 

“I do not think so,” replied the Admiral. 

Congressman Maas then wanted to know if 
such an air force, without surface support, 
could convoy ships. Admiral Leahy said they 
could not. Replying to another question, the 
Chief of Operations said that an 80,000-ton 
battleship could be built, but that it could not 
transverse the Panama Canal. 

Representative Brewster then wanted to 
know whether there was any “real evidence” 
as to what aircraft could do to battleships, 
declaring, “some of our Army friends say 
they could take the battleships into camp.” 
Admiral Leahy said there was no “real evi- 
dence” but that many studies of the question 
had been made. Then attacking the Admiral’s 
statement that recent operations in China had 
made him lose “some of his optimism” as to 
aircraft, the Maine Congressman brought out 
Japan was only about three or four hundred 
miles from the Asiatic mainland and asked 
Admiral Leahy what was the longest air at- 
tack that had been made on ships from the 
shore, 

“The longest experimental attack that I 
know of was 300 miles,” he replied, “I am 
sure, however, that land planes could go much 
further than this.” 


Battle of Gallipoli 


Congressman Brewster then wanted to 
know whether or not it had not been proved 
at the Battle of Gallipoli that it was im- 
possible to land troops against strong de- 
fending shore forces. Admiral Leahy said 
that it had been proved that such an opera- 
tion would be “very difficult” but would not 
say that it was impossible. Mr. Brewster then 
brought up the old charge that fleet communi- 
cations could be stopped by interference of 
the enemy's radio, citing communication diffi- 
culties experienced by the British Fleet at 
the battle of Jutland. Admiral Leahy said 
that he had read of trouble encountered on 
the score at Jutland but that “it is not pos- 
sible to blank out radio by other radio at the 
present time.” 

Representative Cole then wanted to know 
what defenses battleships had against sub- 
marine attack. The Admiral said that all 
navies depended upon smaller ships to defend 
their capital ships from submarine attack. In 
themselves, he said, battleships relied on their 
rugged construction as protection and their 
speed—much greater than that of a sub- 
merged submarine—as protection, In time of 
war, a battleship would not operate alone, 
unless its mission were extremely important. 

Questioned as to the amount of coordination 
between Army and Navy aviation, Admiral 
Leahy said that “extensive experimental 
problems” were held each year between the 
two services, Asked if there was proper co- 
ordination the Chief of Operations said: 

“I feel sure we have complete cooperation 
with the Army air force, but the Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics can best tell you of 
that.” 

Representative Bates then quoted the late 
Admiral Sims as having said that the best 
place for battleships in time of war was up 
a protected river and asked if this was a cor- 
rect statement, 

“I do not know whether or not that Is a 
correct quotation,” he replied, “But is dis- 
agrees with me very radically.” 


Views of Admiral Sims 

“Don't you think, Admiral,” put in Repre- 
sentative Delaney, “That after an officer re- 
tires at the age of 64 and gets older he writes 
many things he would not write when 
younger?” 

“I think that is a very charitable thought 
as to the matter,” Admiral Leahy replied 
smiling. 

Representative Jenks suggested that the 
program might be cut in half at this time 
and the remainder provided later if the in- 
ternational situation eases. Admiral Leahy 
said he could see no reason for such a move, 
as the bill was only an authorization and con- 
struction of part of the program can be 
stopped by not providing appropriations at 
a later date if world conditions warranted. 
The Navy Department would recommend such 
action if conditions change, he added. 

Representative Sutphin, D of N. J., asked 
as to the amount of tonnage scrapped by the 
United States at the Washington Arms Con- 
ference and then pointed out that the com- 


batant tonnage provided in the bill, 255,000 | 





was only 55% of that scrapped at that time— 
465,000 tons. 

Replying to other questions, the Chief of 
Naval Operations said that if the Fleet were 
destroyed, land forces could not prevent the 
landing of hostile forces on our shores. A 
sufficiently large land force could expell the 
enemy after he landed, he stated, but could 
not prevent invasion. 

Answering Representative Mott, Admiral 
Leahy said that the proposed increase in the 
Fleet is “likely to require additional shore 
facilities” but that this matter had not yet 
been worked out. 


Experimental Vessels 

Admiral Leahy said that he could give the 
Committee no information regarding the ex- 
perimental plans of the Navy under Section 6 
of the bill, whereby $15,000,000 would be spent 
for small experimental craft, but that they 
“might” build new type small destroyers, 
vessels for detecting submarines, new types 
of mine sweepers, coastal patrol boats, and 
many others. 

Representative Church, R of Ill, whose ef- 
forts to question Admiral Leahy last Friday 
as to the matters discussed by Capt. Royal 
Ingersoll, USN, Chief of the War Plans Di- 
vision of the Office of Naval Operations, with 
British officials recently, brought forth the 
statement that he could only give the Com- 
mittee this information in executive session, 
asked the Admiral Tuesday if the question of 
definitions of standard tonnage was involved 
in these conversations. Admiral Leahy said 
that this problem had been discussed, but 
that there was no disagreement with the 
British on this score and that they had “me- 
ticulously observed the treaty provisions in 
the matter.” 

Representative Brewster then wanted to 
know why the United States maintained sub- 
marines on the Asiatic Station. 

“I am unable to give you a reason,” replied 
Admiral Leahy. 

“They are primarily defensive craft, are 
they not?” returned the Congressman, and 
Admiral Leahy agreed. 

Representative Luckey, of Nebr. leader of 
a House bloc organized to demand that the 
United States delay action on the bill until 
“our foreign policy is definitely defined” 
asked the committee to permit it to present 
members of Congress and “defense experts” 
in support of its position. On suggestion of 
Chairman Vinson, it was agreed that members 
of Congress would be heard and that the 
Committee would decide in each case as to 
whether or not to hear any purported “ex- 
perts.” Representative Kniffin, D of Ohio, 
said that he wanted to call Maj. Gen, John- 
son Hagood, USA-Ret. 

In his prepared statement, Admiral 
Leahy proposed that the bill be amended 
to authorize the Navy to “construct or ac- 
quire or convert” additional auxiliaries. 
For its peace-time needs the Navy needs 
four new oil tankers, one mine layer, one 
survey ship, two fleet tugs and two mine 
sweepers, he said, and added that if neces- 
sary one destroyer tender, one submarine 
tender and one repair ship be omitted 
from the bill to permit them to be added. 

Touching briefly on the proposed in- 
crease in the plane strength of the Navy 
to 8,000 to be covered later by Rear Adm. 
Arthur B. Cook, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, Admiral Leahy said that the 
Navy Department considers that the 
number of planes needed for the present 
authorized naval strength is 2,050—an 
increase of 140 from the originally ap- 
proved strength—-which makes the in- 
crease asked by the bill, 950 planes. 

Extracts from the statement follow: 

Section 4 of this bill authorizes the con- 
struction of twenty-two auxiliary vessels of 
a total light displacement tonnage of 229,000 
tons. 

The Navy in war will require auxiliary ves- 
sels in large pumbers, In peace time auxiliary 
ships are also required with the fleet but in 
smaller numbers. The ships included in this 
authorization have been limited to those essen- 
tial for use with the fleet 
Auxiliary vessels fall in two general classes. 
One class comprises vessels that have no 
counterpart in the merchant marine, such as 


repair ships, minelayers, minesweepers, hos- | 


pital ships, store ships and tenders for des- 
troyers, submarines and patrol planes, Vessels 


of this class are necssary in time of peace as | 


in war. It has been estimated that a des- 


troyer tender is required for 18 new type des- | 


troyers; a submarine tender for 12 sub- 
marines; a large seaplane tender for 24 patrol 
planes and a small seaplane tender for 12 


patrol planes. The lack of auxiliaries of this | 


class will mean long delays at a critical 
moment and less efficient vessels than those 
built for the purpose. Authorization is re- 
quested for only that number of auxiliaries 
of this class that are required to service the 
fleet in time of peace. 

The other class of auxiliary vessels com- 
prises transports, oilers, cargo ships and tugs. 
These are types found in the merchant marine

quirements for this class of vessel to fit the 
Navy’s need is adequate speed. The Ng 
has a need for a few vessels of these ty 
in time of peace to serve the fleet kept 
active service, but it is neither desirable no 
necessary for the Navy to have many y 

of these types. Its need for these types in 
war cah be met if the United States hag, 
sufficiently numerous merchant marine of 
modern vessels. Only such vessels of this 
class have been requested as are absolutely 
necessary for use with the fleet at this time, 

It is not proposed to scrap all the old ang 
slower vessels that we now have, but to 
only those vessels whose material conditioy 
no longer warrants retention. Old vessels oy; 
of commission are an asset in an emergency yy 
long as they can be made ready to operate jp 
less time than it takes to build a new ship of 
similar characteristics. 

I should like to introduce a table showing 
the number of auxiliaries needed by the pro. 
jected fleet, the numbers built, building, ang 
necessary as replacements or additions to 
operate the Navy in time of peace.

I will now take up the various types of 
auxiliaries mentioned in this bill in the order 
in which they appear in the bill. 


Destroyer Tenders 

Six destroyer tenders are now in activ 
service with the fleet. Two are modern, eft- 
cient vessels for the service to which assigned, 
one is too small and three others, converte 
merchant ships, are inefficient and too slow, 
having a speed of only 10 knots. 

As stated previousy it is considered thatt 
destroyer tender can tend 18 destroyer leaden, 
or 1500 ton destroyers efficiently. On this 
basis, one tender is required for the squadre 
of 18 maintained on the Asiatic Station an 
7 tenders would be required for the remaining 
destroyers. This requires a total of eight 
provide modern tenders for all underage det 
troyers. We now have two suitable moder 
tenders, the Dobbin and Whitney. The tend 
now building and the 5 proposed in this bil 
together with the Dobbin and Whitney wil 
provide the eight modern tenders ultimatey 
required.

1200 ton destroyers in a national emergent 

The proposed tenders will be of 1000 tom 
light displacement and 16% knots speed. 

Submarine Tenders 

There are six submarine tenders in th 
Navy, all in commission but one, an old cot! 
burning converted merchant ship. Two, 
Holland and the Argonne, are efficient tenders 
the others are old, slow and comparatively 
efficient. 

We consider that the proper ratio of modem 
submarines to a tender is 12 to 1. On thi 
basis, one tender is required for the 6 sub 
marines maintained on the Asiatic Station, 
leaving 50 other submarines which would 
quire tenders. Four modern tenders will 
the number ultimately required for these # 
submarines, making 5 the total number necét 
sary. Three submarine tenders are pro 
in this bill, which with the Holland and i 
one already authorized will be sufficient for 
all submarines, built and projected. 

The old tenders will be retained in 4 de 
commissioned status to tend the overage ™ 
marines in a national emergency.

Large Seapane Tenders 

The large seaplane tender is designed # 
serve as a floating base for two squadrons, 
large patrol seaplanes, sometimes called fiyiat 
boats.

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Financial Digest 


The President’s request for additional 
relief funds for the current as well as 
the coming fiscal year is confirmation of 
the growth of unemployment through- 
out the country as a result of the slack 
in business. There is no doubt Congress 
will make the necessary appropriations 
promptly, which will mean a larger 
deficit than anticipated for June 30 and 
a consequent increase in the National 
Debt. An encouraging development of 
the week was the President’s emphasis 
upon his purpose not to “prime the 
pump” further, but merely to take care 
of human needs. If he should hold to 
this purpose, he will, as he himself 
stated, approve in the future only self- 
liquidating projects. One of these proj- 
ects, which is said to meet with his ap- 
proval, is that suggested by Senator 
Bulkley, democrat, of Ohio, who is draft- 
ing a bill authorizing an expenditure 
ultimately of 8 billion dollars for the 
construction of three east and west and 
six north to south transcontinental 
roads. The President also is said to be 
contemplating a recommendation to Con- 
gress for the construction of the 
Nicaraguan Canal, which would require 
a vast amount of steel, cement and other 
materials of American production, and 
provide employment. Secretary of Com- 
merce Roper has stated the Adminis- 
tration proposes to supply industrial 
loans for plant expansion to “Little 
Business.” To carry out the provisions 
of the Housing Act, which has received 
presidential approval, plans are under- 
way for encouraging the creation of Na- 
tional Mortgage Associations, to be 
backed by the RFC to the extent of 50 
million dollars. It is estimated that as- 
sociations so financed will be able to 
handle houses and apartments upon 
which 500 millions can be expended. The 
President has not yet finished his mes- 
Sage on anti-monopoly and business con- 
trol, but signs are multiplying that any 
such far reaching legislation will be 
subjected to long study by Congress and 
will not be passed upon until the next 
Congress which will be elected in Novem- 
ber. The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee is still struggling with the tax 
bill, the fight especially being centered 
upon small and personal corporations. 
The Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor adopted a resolu- 
tion for the repeal or modification of the 
surplus profits and capital gain taxes. 
These taxes have been modified by the 
Ways and Means Committee. The Presi- 
dent realizes he has little chance of addi- 
tional social and economic legislation at 
this session. The filibuster on the anti- 
lynching bill is continuing, and it is now 
known that this is by arrangement be- 
tween those who oppose and those who 
favor the measure, the intent being to 
prevent enactments which might further 
disturb business. The House has adopted 
the farm regimentation report, and the 
Senate, laying aside the anti-lynching 
bill temporarily, is now discussing it. 
The House is expediting appropriation 
bills so as to effect adjournment about 
the middle of April or 1st of May. There 
will be some opposition to the bill au- 
thorizing the increase in the Navy pro- 
posed by the President, but its passage 
is accepted as assured. 


The wage agreement between the 
United States Steel Corporation and the 
Steel Worker's Organizing Committee, a 
subsidiary of the CIO, has been greeted 
with satisfaction by President Lewis of 
the latter. It does not provide for a 


closed shop and the Corporation retains 
the right and power to negotiate with the 
subsidiaries of the AFL. The agreement, 
which maintains the existing wage scale, 
is subject to easy termination, and will 
have an important influence on the out- 
come of the negotiations in the steel 
and other industries. The split between 
the CIO and the AFL has been widened, 
if possible, by the cancellation by the 
latter of the charters of the United 
Mine Workers, the Mine, Mill and 
Smelters Workers and the Flat Glass 
Workers, members of the Lewis organi- 
zation. Thus the peace negotiations be- 
tween Presidents Green and Lewis have 
been ended. Labor is accepting down- 
ward wage adjustments in a number of 
leading lines, and this with the cut in 
prices—steel has announced such cuts 
will be helpful in stimulating execution 
of the housing program. Many companies 
have returned to a piece work basis. 
Others are reducing labor expense by 
the discharge of inefficient workers in 
the lower wage brackets, and replacing 
them with workers in the higher 
brackets. Minimum wage laws are pro- 
moting this policy. It is recognized that 
the maintenance of high wages in 1930 
prolonged the depression, and, moreover. 
industry without the large surpluses of 
the pre-depression years and under 
heavier tax burdens, is not in a position 
to weather a prolonged period of high 
wages and restricted demand.

Propose Podiatry Corps 

Representative Sol Bloom, D. of N. Y., 
has introduced in the House, bills author- 
izing the establishment of Podiatry Corps 
in the Army and Navy. Under the provi- 
sions of these measures, chiropodists 
would be commissioned in the Navy, in 
and below the rank of Commander, and 
in the Army, in and below the rank of 
lieutenant colonel. 
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U. S. Shipbuilding Lags 

Mr. H. Gerrish Smith, President of 
the National Council of American Ship- 
builders, painted a very dismal picture 
of the American Merchant, Marine in 
his recent speech before the Army In- 
dustrial College. 

Citing figures which show that 87.3 
per cent of the United States merchant 
tonnage is over fifteen years old, he said 
that other nations have a very much 
smaller percentage of old tonnage. 

“The United States is, therefore, com- 
peting in foreign trade with wartime built 
vessels as compared to a large percent- 
age of modern and more efficient tonnage 
of other nations,” said Mr. Smith. 

Carrying out the theme of American 
lag in shipbuilding, he pointed out that 
of the six major maritime nations, 
United States, Great Britain, Japan, 
Germany, Italy and France, the United 
States ranks second in volume of ton- 
nage, fifth in the speed of its tonnage, 
and at the bottom of the list so far as 
age is concerned. 

He reviewed figures from the Septem- 

ber, 1937, Lloyd’s Register of Shipping 
to show that the United States ranks 
fifth among the nations in the amount 
of construction underway at that date, 
nearly a million tons behind England’s 
construction at that time. 
He said that a recent survey by his group 
revealed that there are in the operating 
coastal shipyards of the United States a 
total of 69 building ways for vessels of 
300 feet or over. 

Concerning the ability of American 
shipyards to accommodate a peace time 
program he said, “Taken as a whole, there 
are ample facilities in existing private 
shipyards of the United States to take 
care of any probable peace time Naval 
and merchant shipbuilding program. 

He estimated costs for plans of battle- 
ships and aircraft carriers now under 
construction as “all being well over $2,- 
000,000. 

As in the aircraft industry, welding is 
replacing riveting in construction. 

Concerning Naval Shipsbuilding he 
said: “Naval shipbuilding has always 
been considerable in amount, and it 
has been an important factor in de- 
veloping and maintaining shipbuilding 
organizations. There are those in Con- 
gress who urge the building of all Naval 
vessels in government shipyards. Such a 
policy would be disastrous to the private 
shipbuilding industry if that industry 
were to be called upon to meet a major 
emergency.” 

With regard to emergency use of pri- 
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vate shipyards, he said that he belieyeg 
that expansion should be undertaken, jp 
an emergency, in the existing facilitig 
rather than new yards. He said that ney 
yards drew their personnel from esta. 
lished yards and thereby decreased the 
efficiency of the existing yards. 

He said in conclusion, “To those cop. 
cerned with a shipbuilding program in ap 
emergency, consideration should be giyey 
to a limitation of the number of types ang 
the production in particular yards of ag 
many vessels of the same type as the 
facilities of those particular yards wij 
permit. Such a program involves less cog 
in production and more units in the same 
length of time.”

Mine Layer 

There are two mine layers in the Navy as 
follows: Aroostook, Oglala. Only one of these, 
the Oglala, is in commission, and she is the 
flagship of the Mine Force, U. 8. Fleet. 

None were built as mine layers. The Oglala 
and Aroostook were converted from coast 
freight steamers. Both are now almost un- 
seaworthy. 

It is considered essential that at least one 
currently designed mine layer be provided for 
service in the fleet without delay in order 
that the art of mine laying may be kept alive 
in the Navy and that we may keep abreast of 
modern development in the art. 

The proposed vessels will be of about 6,000 
tons, light displacement, and about 25 knots 
speed, 

Mine Sweepers 

The Navy has 27 mine sweepers, 21 in com- 
mission and 6 out of commission. Three of 
those out of commission were loaned to the 
Shipping Board many years ago for use as 
salvage vessels. The material condition of 
the other three does not warrant recommis- 
sioning. 

These are all vessels of 840 tons, built during 
the World War (launched 1918-19), 14 knots 
speed. They are single screw, deep draft ves- 
sels, drawing 15 feet at full load. Experi- 
ence since the War has demonstrated that 
these vessels are not the best type that can be 
designed. Many of them have seen hard and 
constant service since the War and they will 
not last many years longer. They are not 
fast enough, nor have they adequate radius 
to accompany the fleet. 

These vessels should be of about 700 tons 
light displacement and 18 knots speed. 

Fleet Tugs 

The Navy has at present 24 tugs classed as 
ocean-going tugs. Seventeen of these are in 
commission and seven are out of commission. 
All the latter are in very poor condition. 
There is an urgent need for efficient ocean- 
going tugs to replace the least serviceable of 
those now in commission, 

The proposed tugs will be vessels of about 
1250 tons light displacement and 15 knots 
speed. 

Survey Ship 

Navy survey ships are employed in time of 
peace in making surveys outside United States 
jurisdiction, that is outside the Continental 
United States and Alaska, Porto Rico, 
Hawaiian Islands and the Philippines. Sur- 
veys within these areas are made by the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey. Upon the re- 
sults of these surveys, charts and sailing 
directions are prepared by the Hydrographic 
Office. 

A modern, efficient survey ship is needed 
at the present itme to continue the necessary 
surveys. 

Hospital Ship 

The Navy has one hospital ship the Relief, 
a modern, satisfactory hospital ship. 

Authority is needed to acquire or build 
another hospital ship capable of accompany- 
ing the fleet to provide hospital service that 
is beyond the capacity of the one existing 
hospital ship. 

Oilers 

Eight oilers are now in commission. All of 
these are in such bad material condition due 
to age that economical maintenance and con- 
tinuous service is not possible. 

Six modern oilers are needed in peace time 
to serve the fleet. One is already authorized 
which it is hoped to obtain through the Mari- 
time Commission, Authority should be granted 
to acquire or build five more. 

Store Ships 

Two, the Bridge and Arctic, are in commis- 
sion at the present time and are assigned to 
the Base Force, U. 8S. Fleet. There are no 
fast refrigerator ships in service in the 
American Merchant Marine. 

Authority should be granted to acquire or 
build two store ships capable of accompany- 
ing the fleet as replacements for the two now 
in service, both rapidly becoming overage and 
neither having sufficient speed to accompany 
the fleet, 

This bill in its present form does not con- 
tain authorization for minelayers, minesweep- 
ers, fleet tugs, survey ships, hospital ships, 
oil tankers, or store ships. 

It is my opinion that there should be in- 
corporated in this bill authority to construct 
or acquire and convert four oil tankers, one 
minelayer, one survey ship, two fleet tugs, 
and two minesweepers; reducing, if in the 
opinion of the Committee it is necessary, the 
number of destroyer tenders, repair ships, 
and submarine tenders by one of each. 





Legislate on Foreign Policy 


Representative Vinson stated yesterday 
that he will offer an amendment to the 
Naval expansion bill to define American 
Naval policy. The amendment, he said, 
would call for a navy adequate to defend 
both coasts and our insular possessions 
and would state that it should not be used 
for aggression. 

Earlier President Roosevelt, at his 
press conference, expressed doubt that he 
would say anything to Congress in the 
near future on foreign affairs. This state- 





ment followed a refusal to answer a ques- 
tion as to Senator Johnson’s demand that 
he define his foreign policy. 

Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, USA-Ret., 
and Maj. Gen. William C. Rivers, USA- 
Ret., appeared before the House Naval 
committee yesterday morning. General 
Hagood urged that Congress lay down a 
foreign policy and reiterated his views for 
a National Defense policy based on de- 
fense. He declared that he is not a naval 
expert and that he approves of the bill 
to increase the Navy because Admiral 
Leahy said it was needed and that he has 
confidence in him. General Hagood said 
we are not as well prepared as we were 
before the Spanish War because we have 
allowed our Coast defenses to run down. 

General Rivers opposed the bill. He 
declared that it would give us a Navy 
which would be “a powerful weapon for 
offensive naval operations,” and advised 
spending the money for harbor defenses, 
land based aircraft and a navy composed 
of small torpedo boats, submarines and 
mine planters. He also proposed we built 
a strong naval base in the Aleutian Is- 
lands and keep a moderate fleet there. 
He also advocated establishment of a na- 
tional Defense Department.

The Board of Trustees of the Naval 
Historical Foundation has decided not to 
exercise its option for the purchase of the 
John Paul Jones house in Fredericks- 
a., and instead to proceed with a

7 for establishing a memorial to 
Commodore Jones in that city. 

In announcing its decision and the 
reasons therefor, Vice Adm. w. L 
Rogers, president of the Foundation, 
stated: 


“Below are set forth the reasons 
which have persuaded the Board of Trus- 
tees against exercising the existing op- 
tion for the purchase of the so-called 
John Paul Jones house in Fredericks- 
burg, Va., and in favor of proceeding 
instead with a project for establishing 
a memorial to Commodore Jones in that 
“ity. If you are among the many gen- 
erous contributors to the original proj- 
ect, will you very kindly inform the Sec- 
retary if you would prefer to have your 
contribution returned. Otherwise, it will 
be assumed that you are willing to have 
the money made available for the al- 
ternative memorial, the exact nature of 
which will be decided upon later, accord- 

x to circumstances. 

a he efforts toward restoration of the 
house were undertaken at the request of 
the local Chapter of the D. A. R., whose 
belief in the pre-Revolutionary authen- 
ticity of the structure was supported by 
strong local tradition, by the opinion of 
a local architect of high standing and by 
various data from Court records. In 
view of the threatened demolition of the 
house for commercial purposes and the 
need for quick action to save it, this So- 
ciety obtained an option for its purchase. 
Before exercising the option, however, 
further verification of the authenticity 
of the house was sought. The Interior 
Department very kindly had its archi- 
tectural experts make a thorough ex- 
amination of the structure, and the 
opinion rendered was adverse to its be- 
ing of pre-Revolutionary construction. 
The detailed report was reviewed by 
two of the highest authorities in the 
country on such matters—Mr. Fiske 
Kimball and Mr. Thomas Mott Shaw. 
These gentlemen supported the view of 
the Interior Department. 

“Bven those on the negative side of 
the question, however, concede that a few 
details bear evidence of pre-Revolution- 
ary date and that further similar evi- 
dence might possibly be found if the 
present wall coverings were stripped off 
to expose the skeleton of the house. It 
is possible that various extensive altera- 
tions may have eliminated virtually all 
pre-Revolutionary features except in the 
skeleton. The few pre-Revolutionary 
features that are now exposed, offer only 
inconclusive evidence because they might 
have been installed from other and 
earlier houses. 

“To purchase this house at the option 
price of $14,500 seems most inadvisable. 
Such a price would include a liberal al- 
lowance for antique and historic values 
which are now in too vague a status. Its 
general vicinity, however, has historic 
associations that are well worthy of pres- 
ervation and emphasis through a me- 
morial. Paul Jones has suffered under 
the common belief that he was merely 
an adventurer, and that his eminent 
services to this country in the Revolution 
were apart from a spirit of genuine 
Americanism. The broader significance 
of his services, from the viewpoint of 
national and naval history, has been 
correspondingly dimmed through this 
error. 

“Jones was appointed to the Conti- 
nental Navy as a citizen of Virginia, On 
receiving his first commission in 1775 he 
had recently left Fredericksburg where 
he had actively and enthusiastically par- 
ticipated in the meetings of the leaders 
of the Revolutionary movement there. 
He himself characterized Virginia as 
‘the home of my fond election.’ Fred- 
ericksburg must be taken as his official 
domicile, upon being commissioned in 
the Navy, established by his residence 
in the house of his brother William Paul, 
beginning in 1760. Although subsequent- 
ly there were many long absences from 
Fredericksburg these were incidental to 
and characteristic of the seaman calling 
at that time. 





“Some sort of memorial to Commodore 
Jones in Fredericksburg would therefore 
be very appropriate. It would give need- 
ful emphasis to the fact of his American- 
ism, and tend to rectify the injustices 
that have been done him on that score. 
Further, it would well serve the interest 
of naval and national history and stimu- 
late patriotism. Preferably such a me- 
morial should be on a spot definitely 
known to have been closely associated 
with Jones. Perhaps further investiga- 
tion may disclose one. Otherwise, any 
part of the lot owned by his brother 
would be sufficiently apropriate since he 
certainly trod it and there is a strong 
presumption that he lived on it. If a 
part of this ground cannot be obtained 
at a reasonable price, however, some 
other site would be sufficiently suitable 
if within the limits of the thickly settled 
part of Fredericksburg before the 
Revolution. 

“Accordingly the Board of Trustees 
has voted to proceed with a project for 
establishing a memorial to Commodore 
Jones in Fredericksburg, Virginia, and 
hopes for your moral and financial sup- 
port. The total amount tentatively 
available from the contributions to the 
original project is slightly more than 
$4,500.” 





American Note to Japan 

The United States called upon Japan 
Feb. 4, for information as to whether or 
not they were buiding capital ships in 
excess of 35,000 tons or mounting guns 
larger than 16 inches. Identical notes 
were sent to Japan the same day from 
Great Britain and France. The com- 
munications contained a plain warning 
that if no reply was received in 15 days 
or if proper assurances were not given 
that the Japanese Navy was not build- 
ing ships larger than these limits, the 
powers would lay down larger battle- 
ships themselves. The text of the note 
follows: 

1. The Japanese Government will be aware 
that under the London Navai Treaty 1936 the 
American Government is precluded from con- 
structing capital ships (i.e. vessels of more 
than ten thousand standard displacement or 
with a gun of more than eight inches) which 
exceed thirty-five thousand tons or carry a 
gun of more than sixteen inches, or which 
are of less than seventeen thousand five hun- 
dred tons or carry a gun of less than ten 
inches. As regards cruisers (i.e. vessels of 
not more than ten thousand tons with gun of 
not more than eight inches) the American 
Government is limited to a maximum of eight 
thousand tons with six inch guns. 

2. The Japanese Government has unfortu- 
nately not seen its way to subscribing to the 
London Naval Treaty nor has it hitherto 
felt able to give any assurances that treaty 
limits would in practice be adhered to by it. 

8. As the Japanese Government will be 
aware, the naval treaty gives the American 
Government a right of escalation in the event 
of building not in conformity with treaty 
limits by a power not a party thereto. There 
have for some time been persistent and cnmu- 
lative reports, which in the absence of ex- 
plicit assurances from the Japanese Govern- 
ment that they are ill-founded, must be 
deemed to be authentic, that Japan has un- 
dertaken or intends to undertake construc- 
tion of captial ships and cruisers not in con- 
formity with the above-mentioned limits. The 
American Government has therefore decided 
that it will be necessary for it to exercise its 
right of escalation unless the Japanese Gov- 
ernment can furnish the aforesaid assurances 
and can satisfy the American Government 
that it will not, prior to January 1, 1948, lay 
down, complete or acquire anv vessel which 
does not conform to the limits in question, 
without previously informing the American 
Government of its intention to do so and of 
tonnage and caliber of the largest gun of the 
vessel or vessels concerned. 

4. In view of the forthcoming publication of 
naval estimates and necessity for giving other 
treaty powers information as to intended 
American construction, the American Govern- 
ment will be glad to receive a reply not later 
than February 20 next. Should no reply be 
received by that date or should the reply be 
lacking in the desired information and assur- 
ances, it will be compelled to assume that the 
Japanese Government either is constructing 
or acquiring or has authorized the construc- 
tion or acquistion of vessels not in conformity 
with the limits referred to. The American 
Government would thereupon be obliged in 
consultation with the other naval powers with 
which it is in treaty relations to resume full 
liberty of action. If, however, the Japanese 
Government though engaged in, or intending 
to engage in, construction not in conformity 
with treaty limits, were willing to indicate 
forthwith the tonnages and calibers of guns 
of the vessels which it was constructing, or 





was intending to construct, the American 
Government for its part would be ready to 
discuss with the Japanese Government the 
question of the tonnages and gun calibres to 
be adhered to in future if Japan were now 
prepared to agree to some limitatton. It 
would however be necessary that such con- 
sultation should be completed by May 1.

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Reserve Training Policies 

The lez ality of requiring Army Reserve 
Officers who, under the provisions of 
public No. 78, 73rd Congress, are in re- 
ceipt of civilian retirement annuity, to 
wrrender such civilian retirement an- 
quity When called to active duty having 
yeen raised, the question was referred to 
the Judge Advocate General. In his 
opinion the following is stated: 

“However, the matter was fully considered 
yy the Comptroller General, November 30, 
4, when he advised the United States Civil 
grvice Commission as follows: 

+*** there is no provision of law which 
prohibits, either expressly or by reasonable 
implication, the receipt of civilian retirement 
ynuity and active miltary pay as a member 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps when called to 
getve duty. * * * °(14 Comp. Gen, 425, 427.) 

“This office, therefore, affirms its previous 
pinion, supra, to the effect that a Reserve 
oficer in receipt of civilian retirement annuity 
pay, on account of involuntary separation 
from Federal service under the foregoing pro 
visions of section 8 (a), act of June 16, 1933, 
is not required to surrender such annuity 
during the period in which he is in receipt of 
wtive military pay as a member of the Offi 
ers’ Reserve Corps called to active duty.” 

“This opinion pertains exclusively to Re 
wrve officers who are in receipt of annuities 
pid by the Government from the civil ser 
vice retirement and disability fund as a re 
wit of involuntary separations from Federal 
wrvice under the stated special provision of 
law. An annuity received by a Reserve officer 
fom a non-Government source is not within 
the purview of the opinion.” 

To conform with this opinion the in- 
cosure to mimeographed War Depart- 
ment letter of Nov. 11, 1937, subject: Re 
verve Training Policies, 1938, has been 
changed so that paragraph 6 ¢ page 8, will 
read as follows: 

“6c. Except as authorized below, no Re 
erve officer who is drawing a pension, dis 
ability allowance, disability compensation or 
retired pay from the Government will be 
ordered to active duty under the War Depart 
ment Appropriation Act. Reserve officers 
drawing pensions, retired pay, or annuities, 
for reasons other than physical disability may 
he ordered to active duty provided: 

“(1) the officer is physically qualified for 
active duty ; 

“(2) the officer surrenders the right to such 
pension or retired pay for the period of active 
duty. A Reserve officer receiving civilian re 
tirement annuity from the Government on ac 
count of involuntary separation from the 
Federal service is not required to surrender 
such annuity when ordered to active duty.” 





N. Y. National Guard Notes 


Col. William R. Jackson, commanding 
officer of the 14th Infantry, New York Na- 
tional Guard, was elected president of the 
National Guard Association of the State 
of New York at the closing session of the 
assoclation’s two-day annual convention, 
held in New York City last week-end.

John M. Gill, of the New York 
Naval Militia, Watertown, N. Y., first 
vice-president; Col. Mills Miller, com- 
manding officer of the 244th Coast Artil- 
lery, second vice-president ; Lt. Col. Wil- 
liam J. Mangine, of the Quartermaster 
Corps, State Staff, secretary, and Capt. 
Patrick T. McMeniman, of the 165th In 
fantry, treasurer. 

Two new members elected to the execu 
tive committee were : Col. Willard H. Don 
ner, commanding officer of the 10th In 
fantry, of Albany, and Col. Edward FE. 
Gauche, commander of the 212th Coast

Several resolutions presented by the 
legislation committee headed by Col. Wil- 
liam A. Taylor of the Quartermaster 
Corps, State Staff, were adopted. One 
called on the Legislature to rescind its 
‘aneellation of the traditional exemption 
from jury duty of all persons who com- 
vleted five vears or more of service in the 
National Guard.

Naval Reserve Training 


The Bureau of Navigation, as a means 
of standardizing the training given Na- 
val Reservists, is preparing a syllabus to 
cover various phases of Reserve training. 

The following has been issued by the 
Bureau to acquaint the Naval Reserve 
with the plan and the objective sought. 

“As the first step in standardizing the train- 
ing of Reserves, with a view to better fitting 
them to fill their mobilization assignments, 
the Bureau has recently prepared and dis 
tributed a tentative training syllabus for Fleet 
Reserve Divisions, outlining in diagramatic 
form a schedule of training to be followed at 
armory drills. Upon receipt of comments and 
suggestions, a final draft of this syllabus will 
be prepared and placed in effect on July 1, 
1938. 

“It is the object of the Bureau to establish 
for Fleet Divisions a training year commenc 
ing at the end of one annual training cruise 
and culminating with end of the next. The 
training syllabus prepared for Fleet Divi 
sions is intended to act as a guide for Dis 
trict Commandants in the conduct of that 
part of the training year devoted to armory 
drills. The training covered at these drills 
has been designed to prepare Fleet Divisions 
for the annual training cruise, and to include 
the preliminary instruction and training 
necessary for the conduct of exercises pre 
scribed for such cruises, 

“To insure that the training on annual 
cruises amplifies that received at armory drills 
and properly rounds out the training year, the 
Bureau is preparing a set of Reserve training 
cruise instructions for the guidance of Com 
manding Officers of ships assigned the task 
of training Reserves. These instructions will 
replace the present ‘Reserve Cruise Notes and 
Instruction.” 

“Another recent step in the standardization 
of training has been the series of lectures pre 
pared by the Bureau and distributed for 
delivery to Reserves in the various Naval Dis 
tricts. These lectures are designated to cover 
general subjects of which all classes of Re 
serves should have knowledge. 

“The Bureau of Navigation further intends 
to prepare, in conjunction with other Bureaus. 
instructions for the guidance of District Com 
mandants to cover the training of Volunteer 
Reserves in order to standardize such training 
with a view to preparing them for the par 
ticular duties to which they are assigned on 
mobilization. 

“Instructions are also being prepared by 
the Bureau for guidance of Commanding Offi 
cers of ships assigned the task of training 
Merchant Marine Reserves on annual cruises. 
The training of this class of Reserves will 
differ considerably from that given Fleet Re 
serves in view of absence of armory training 
or other equivalent naval instruction through 
out the year, in their case. The specialized 
knowledge of the sea and ships possessed by 
Merchant Marine Reserves will also be con 
sidered in preparing instructions for their 
training on annual cruises.” 





CMTC Training Program 


A training program for Citizens’ Mili 
tary Training Camps, superceding the one 
issued two vears ago, was issued by the 
War Department this week. The new pro 
gram, it was stated, is published as a 
guide for the conduct of CMTC training 
and may be modified by Corps Area Com 


manders as deemed necessary to meet 
local conditions. 
The general instructions are as fol- 


lows: 
In general, the forenoons will be devoted to 
military training, and the afternoons to ath 


leties, recreation, and such additional mili 
tary work for candidates of the higher 
courses as is necessary. Ceremonies, range 


practice and field exercises may be included 
in afternoon schedules for all courses, Com 
petitive athletics scheduled in the afternoons 
will be given a high priority. In connection 
with athletics see paragraph 32, AR 350-2200 

The total hours of instruction shown for 
the various CMTC courses are intended to 
cover all purely military instruction, includ 
ing guard duty, field exercises, ceremonies, 
ete, 

Although the subjects shown for the vari 
ous CMTC cou ; are in many cases the 
same, it is expected that the instruction 
therein will be progressive from one course 
to the next. All White, and selected Red 
course candidates, will be given training in 
duties of noncommissioned officers. All Blue 
course candidates will be given training in 
duties of officers, both in training activities 
and in the administration of the unit. The 
importance of good interior economy and a 
clean and orderly camp will be stressed for 
candidates of all courses. 

Infantry and Cavalry camps will include a 
proportionate number of machine-gun units. 
If practicable, assignment of Basic candi- 
dates to machine-gun units will be avoided. 

Wherever facilities and local conditions 
permit, all candidates will participate near 
the end of the camp in a march and an over 












night bivouae under simulated field condi 
tions. 

Training in defense against chemical war 
fare will be given to all candidates. This 
training will include fitting and care of gas 
masks, short gas mask drills and wearing the 
gas mask in the gas chamber, or an exercise 
in which tear gas grenades or candles are 
used, (For allowances see AR 775-10 as 
amended by W. D. Circular No, 78, 1986.) For 
the purpose of this training gas masks issued 
to the Regular Army will be pooled and made 
available. 

All candidates will be given training in in 
terior guard duty, to include formal and in 
formal guard mounting and duties of mem 
bers of the guard appropriate to the course 
pursued, During the camp each candidate 
will perform one tour of formal guard be 
tween retreat and reveille, the guard being 
composed entirely of candidates, 

Instruction in antiaircraft defense will be 
included in field exercises to the end that all 
candidates may become familiar with protec 
tive measures against aerial observation and 
attack. 





Yarnell Commends Reservists 

Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, Commander 
in Chief of the Asiatic Fleet, sent the 
following letter to Lt. Comdr. T. J. Flan- 
nery, D-M, USNR, Master of the SS Steel 
Traveler, upon the occasion of that ves 
sel’s putting in to Shanghai after the re 
cent hostilities in that area. 

“It is my understanding that the ‘Steel 
Traveler’ is the first foreign deepwater vessel 
to enter the port of Shanghai for the regular 
discharge of cargo and engagement in normal 
trade, since the beginning of the trouble here 
two and a half months ago, 

“Having first prudently requested informa 
tion as to the advisability of entering the 
port of Shanghai, you took action without 
being deterred by the many highly colored 
rumors of danger always current in troubled 
times such as the present. 

“Your decision was made upon your own 
initiative and responsibility. It required per 
sonal courage as well as confidence in the 
caliber of your officers and crew. It is this 
kind of spirit, which in former days was re 
sponsible for the high esteem in which the 
personnel of our merchant ships was held. 

“It is to be hoped that the excellent ex 
ample set by the ‘Steel Traveler’ will do 
much to encourage the resumption of regular 
U. S. Shipping trade in China ports. 

“To you and your ship’s company, I wish 
to extend my congratulations. You have up 
held the best traditions of the sea.”

Reserve Regulations 

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
140-5, June 16, 1936, the following changes 
in those regulations are published : 

10. Procurement objective. The Reserve 
officers’ peacetime procurement objective gov 
erns the number of Reserve officers by grade, 
arm, and service for the various sections of 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps in time of peace 
It is based upon requirements for mobiliza 
tion. Necessary instructions on this sub 
ject are contained in directions relating to 
mobilization, 

11. Vacancies under the procurement objec 
tive.—Within the scope of these regulations 
the term “vacancy” means that an authorized 
position exists and that this position is either 
unoccupied or occupied by an officer of a 
grade lower than the authorized one 

42, General information regarding assign 
ments.—a. Basis of assignments.-The basis 
for all assignments will be the qualifications 
of officers for the duty to be performed, The 
recommendations of intermediate command 
ers and the desires of the officers concerned 
will be given due weight in assignments, but 
the interest of the service as determined by 
the authority having assignmont jurisdiction 
will be considered as the determining factor 
So far as practicable, assignments will be 
so made that officers who reside in the same 
convenient locality will be included in units, 
or subdivisions of units, in which their train 
ing upon an inactive status may be facilitated 
These localities will be known as company, 
battalion; or regimental areas or by other 
similar terms. They may be included within 
but should not be confused with the assign 
ment and promotion areas which corps aren 
commanders are authorized to establish under 
paragraph 12. Wherever practicable the areas 
from which both the commissioned and en 
listed personnel are to be procurede should he 
coterminous. 

e. Rescinded. 

17. Assignment to general staff positions 





When mobilization assignments of Reserve 
officers are authorized, under the procurement 
objective, to general staff positions in the 
headquarters of divisions of the Organized 
Reserves, or when such assignments are made 
for the purpose of peacetime training, Reserve 
officers so assigned will be selected from those 
suitably qualified, preferably from those 
whose names are borne on the General Staff 
Corps Eligible List, or those who have credit 
ably completed courses at the Command and 
General Staff School. Reserve officers who are 
given mobilization or peacetime training as 
signments to General Staff positions will be 
so detailed for a period of 4 years, unless 
sooner relieved, with a minimum interval of 
1 year between details. 

48. Assignment to administrative, technical, 
and supply staff positions.—Rescinded.
